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DEATH OR CAMPANINI 





THE FAMOUS TENOR DIES AT HIS 
ITALIAN HOME. 





Sketch of His Brilliant Career—His 
Various Engagements in This 
City His Remark- 
able Voice. 


PARMA, Nov. 23.—Italo Campanini, the 
famous tenor, died to-day at his villa near 
this city. 





Campanini was born at Parma in 1845, 
the son of poor parents, and when only 
fourteen years old shouldered a carbine un- 


der Garibaldi and took part in the fight 
before Melazzo. It was while among the 
soldiers that he discovered he could sing, 
and after the war he entered the Con- 
servatory at Parma, and studied so well 
that within two years he made his first 
appearance on the stage as the Notary in 
“ La Sonnambula.” 

In 1869 he placed himself under the tui- 
tion of Lamperti and soon after appeared 
on the great stage of La Scala, in Milan, 
as Faust in Gounod’s opera. He made his 
London début in 1872 as Gennaro in “ Lu- 
crezia Borgia,” and in the Fall and Winter 
of 1873-4 he was the leading tenor in the 
Strakosch troupe at the Academy of Music, 
in this city, which included Christine Nils- 
son, Annie Louise Cary, Victor Maurel, and 
Nannetti, all in their prime. He then ap- 
peared as Lohengrin, Rhadames, Don Otta- 
vio, Raoul, and all the heroes of the old 
Italian operas, ' 

When he returned to New-York with 
Col. Mapleson, five years later, he had be- 
come an actor as well as a singer, and the 
virility and dramatic effect of his perform- 
ance of Don José in “Carmen” will never 
be effaced from the memory of the opera- 
goers of that era. It is needless to dwell 
now upon the repertory of Campanini. 

It embraced all that is good in modern 
opera, regardless of school, and there are 
many who still insist that they never heard 
a Lohengrin or Rhadames or Vasco di 
Gama fit to compare with him. In the 
works of the earlier Italian school all pro- 
nounced» him peerless, and to hear the 
matchless voice of Campanini in ‘“* M’Ap- 
pari,” ‘Salve Dimora,” or ‘“ Cujus Ani- 
mam’’ was always the rarest of musical 
treats. 

At the opening of the Metropolitan Opera 
House, in 1883, Campanini was leading 
tenor, and the exigencies of the season 
compelled him to sing three or four times 
a week, and this excess of work, coupled 
With the fact that he was in bad physical 
condition when the season began, led to 
the ruin of his voice. He has frequently 
sung here since, both in concert and in 
opera, and he has sung well, too, but not 
as the Campanini of old sang. 

His production of Verdi's “* Otello” at the 
Academy of Music a few years ago was a@ 
notable artistic event. 

In private life, Italo Companini was a 
honors without vainglory. He had been 
musical art and, wad received due recog- 
nition in every country. 

He was devoted to home life, and fond of 
entertaining his friends, of whom he had a 
host in this city, at the domestic board. His 
voice in his prime was of wide range and 
lovely quaiity, and his mezzo voce singing 
was especially fine. 

Campanini owned a farm, vineyard, and 
villa near Parma, whither he retired in the 
intervals of his engagements. He studied 
the art of acting after he had become 
famous as a singer, under the tuition of no 
less a personage than Tomaso Salvini. 





ONE SURVIVOR OF A WRECK. 


A Man Rescued in Midocean Who 
Did Not Know His Ship’s Name. 


BOSTON, Nov. 23.—Capt. Gibson of the 
British steamer Gulf of Akaba, which ar- 
rived at Liverpool recently from Chile, re- 
ports that on Oct. 8 he encountered very 
severe. weather. The steamer shipped one 
heavy sea, which smashed in the chart-room 
door, flooding the chart-room and compell- 
ing Capt. Gibson to put the steamer head 
on, when she rode the gale out all right. 

The following morning at 9:40 o’clock the 
steamer passed a quantity of wreckage, 
dead cattle, &c., among which was one 
man, clinging to a plank. Aithough the 
sea was still running high, a lifeboat was 
launched and the man picked up and taken 
on board. No other living object was seen, 
although the steamer cruised in the vicinity 
for some time. 

The man picked up was Narcisso Carbonel 
of Valencia, Spain. He was working his 
passage as cattleman on board a Norwegian 
steamer, the name of which he did not know, 
and which foundered the previous night at 
8 o’clock, through shipping an enormous 
sea. The description he gave of the steam- 
er was that she had three masts, and that 
her hull and funnel were painted black. She 


left Buenos Ayres Oct. 1, bound for Rio 
Janeiro, and was engaged in trading be- 
tween the River Plate and Brazil. The man 
was landed at St. Vincent, where the steam- 
er put in for coal. 





No Further Rioting at Bay City. 

BAY CITY, Mich., Nov. 23.—The city au- 
thorities this afternoon decided that it 
would not be advisable to call out the 
militia to quell the trouble in connection 
with St. Stanislaus Polish Church, which 
resulted in rioting yesterday. There is still 
much excitement in the neighborhood of 
the church and priest’s residence, but the 


mob. resorted to no acts of violence: this 
afternoon or evening. Father Bogacki is 
still in his house, and has been furnished 


with extra ards. It is not believed the 
matter will be settled without further seri- 
ous trouble. 





Big Natural Gas Deals. 


LIMA, Ohio, Nov. 23.—The Dietrich syn- 
dicate has just closed a deal whereby it 
acquires all of the property of the Ohio and 
Indiana Natural Gas Company. This in- 
cludes the plants of Lima, Dayton, Piqua, 
Sidney, and Wapakoneta, in Ohio, and a 
number of towns in Indiana. The Cudahy 
Brothers have leased from the State all of 
the land lying under the St. Mary’s reser- 
voir, which covers 17,000 acres, for oil pur- 
poses. It is understood they will connect 
this territosy with their Chicago and In- 
diana pipe line. 





Chicago Banker Goes to Prison. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 23.—Ex-Banker Anthony

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A GERMAN DARK ABANDONED. 





Her Captain and Three of Her Crew 
Died on the Ocean, 


GALVESTON, Texas, Nov. 23.—The Brit- 
ish steamship Holywell, Capt. Brown, ar- 
rived in port this evening with a portion 
of the crew of the German bark Smidt, 
which was abandoned, dismasted and leak- 
ing, Nov. 9, in latitude 42 degrees north, lon- 
gitude 36 degrees west. 

The Smidt was from Iquique for Ham- 
burg, with a cargo of 2,000 tong of salt- 
petre. She encountered a hurricane on Oct. 
18, was dismasted, and everything on deck 
was washed -overboard. Her provisions 
were soaked with salt water and her fresh- 
water supply was ruined by being impreg- 
nated with saltpetre. 

Before being sighted by the Holywell, her 
Captain and two seamen had died from 


| exposure,. and were buried at sea. The 


remainder of her crew were almost fam- 
ished and were sadly afflicted with scurvy. 
The Holywell stood by and dispatched her 
lifeboats, in command of the first mate, to 
the bark. Five of the crew of the Smidt, who 
were almost helpless from scurvy, were 
first taken off, and in making the passage 
back.to the Holywell one of the rescued but 
helpless seamen was washed overboard and 
drowned. In the-second boat the remainder 
of the bark’s crew were taken off and 
reached the Holywell in safety, where every 
possible provision was made for their com- 
fort. 

There was nothing saved from the bark 
except the ship’s log and some papers. 
On the ‘arrival of the shipwrecked crew 
here, they were taken in charge by the 
German Consul. 


TO PROMOTE MEXICAN TRADE. 








A Kansas Plan Indorsed by New-York 
and Chicago Men. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 23;—A. B. Hulit, an edit- 
or, of Topeka, Kan., with a plan for se- 
curing Mexican trade for American dealers 
to the exclusion of competitors in foreign 
countries, arrived in Chicago this morning 
to perfect the Chicago end of the scheme. 

The object of the promoters is to estab- 
lish an international association of Amer- 
ican and Mexican merchants, with offices 
in the principal Mexican cities. In these 
offices members of the association are to 
place samples of their goods, and author- 
ized agents will make sales and collections. 
At each office market reports will be pro- 
vided, commercial ratings of Mexican cus- 
tomers furnished, and information given 
about railway rates, import duties, and 
what class of goods is demanded. 

World’s Fair Director Higginbotham of 
this city and George Steinway of New- 
York are said to be interested. The asso- 
ciation has been incorporated under the 
laws of West Virginia, with offices at To- 
peka and Kansas City. The main office 
will probably be opened in this city.

“The Cashier of a Lebanon (Penn.) 
‘Bank Steals About $110,000. 


LEBANON, Penn., Nov. 23.—John H. 
Hoffer, for twelve years cashier of the 
First National Bank of Lebanon, is a self- 
confessed embezzler. An examination of 
his books shows a defalcation amounting 
to nearly $110,000. He has confessed judg- 
ment to the- bank for $30,000. His bond 
cannot be found. It is not known what 
amount it is for, nor who are the sureties. 

The embezzlement covers a period of six 
years, and the bank has been examined a 
dozen times since the peculations began 
without discovery. Hoffer is under sur- 
Veillance at his residence in this city. He 
will be taken before the United States 
Commissioner at Harrisburg. 

Marshall Winchester, United States Bank 
Examiner, has reported the shortage to 
Controller of the Currency Eckels, and 
the bank Directors having made good all 
the money stolen, the bank is doing busi- 
ness as usual. A statement has been is- 
sued by the Directors, in which they per- 
sonally assumed all the liabilities of the 
bank. 


BRYAN’S HOUSE QUARANTINED.

Suffering from Diphtheria. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Nov, 23.—Health Officer 
Rhode to-day went out to 1,625 D Street, 
and tacked a quarantine card upon W. J. 
Bryan’s house. 

Ruth, the eleven-year old daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Bryan, and the eldest child in 
the household, is afflicted with diphtheria, 
and the usual precautionary measures had 
to be taken by the authorities to prevent 
the spreading of the disease. The doctors 
in attendance pronounce the attack to be 
a slight one and have hopes of a speedy 
disappearance of the malady.

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| JUDGE NOTT PROMOTED. 





Appointed Chief Justice of the Court 
of Claims. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—The President 
to-day appointed Charles C. Nott of New- 
York, now Judge of the Court of Claims, to 
be Chief Justice of the Court of Claims, and 
Charles B. Howry of Mississippi, now an 
Assistant Attorney General, to be a Judge 
of the Court of Cla‘ms. 

eS 

Judge Nott was born in Schenectady, N. 
Y., in 1827, and is a son of Prof. Joel B. 
Nott and a grandson of President Nott of 
Union College. He studied law. with the 

te J. V. L. Pruyn of Albany and entered 
upon the practice of his profession in New- 
York City in 1850, being for some time 
associated with the late Clarkson N. Pot- 
ter, his cousin. In 1859, he was the Re- 
publican candidate for Judge of the Court 
of Common Pleas, running against Chief 
Justice Charles P. Daly. At the commence- 
ment of the war he became a “Ceptain of 
cavalry under Gen, Frémont, at the West, 
and was promoted by Gov. Morgan to be 
Colonel of the One Hundred and Seventy- 
sixth New-York Volunteers. He was sub- 
sequently captured at the fall of Brashear, 
La., and was for thirteer! months a prisoner 
of war in Texas. On the 22d of February, 
1865, he was appointed Judge of the Court 
of Claims by President Lincoln, his being 
the last judicia) appointment which Mr. 
Lincoln made. Since then he has been upon 
the bénch of the Court of Claims. 








Assistant Attorney General Howry was 
born in Oxford, Miss., in 1845, and ranks as 
one of the, most successful attorneys of 
Mississippi. He had the indorsement of 
many of the leading lawyers of the coun- 
try for his new position, and jt is a well- 
known fact among the legal fraternity that 
he had the confidence of the Attorneys Gen- 
eral under whom he served. He was edu- 
cated at the University of Mississippi, and 
at the age of sixteen years offered his 
services to the Confederate cause. They 
were refused on account of his ill health. In 
1862 he joined the Twenty-ninth Mississippi 
Regiment, then being organized by Gen. 
(mow Senator) Walthall, in which he at- 
tained the rank of Lieutenant. He was 
wounded in the storming of the Federal 
works at Franklin, Tenn. He has served in 
numerous State legal positions, and in 1885 
was appointed by President Cleveland Unit- 
ed States Attorney for the Northern District 
of Mississippi, and was appointed Assistant 
Attorney General of the United States in 
1893. He was elected to represent his State 
on the National Democratic Committee in 
1890."

WAS DRAFTED INTO THE ARMY. 








An Italinn Visits His Native Land and 
Gets into Trouble. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 23.—Antonio Constan- 

tino of 17 Wright Street consulted United 
States Cormissioner Foote to-day con- 
cerning his being drafted into the Italian 
Army during a recent visit to his native 
land. ._He went back last Summer for a 
two years’ visit, and was pressed into the 
army, in spite of his protests that he had 
left Italy when sixteen, and was an Ameri- 
can citizen.

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RAINES MAKES A CHARGE 





SAYS THOUSANDS OF PLACES IN 
THIS CITY VIOLATE THE LAW. 





Insinuates that Police Protection Is 
Given to Those Who Sell Liquor 
Without Tax Certificates 
from the Excise De- 
partment. 


ALBANY, Nov. 23.—‘‘ There are between 
4,000 and 5,000 places within a radius of 
ten miles of the New-York City Hall that 
are selling liquor without a State license, in 
violation of the State liquor-tax law, pre- 
sumably under police or some other protec- 


tion.”’ : 
This statement was made by Senator 


John Raines of Canandaigua at to-day’s 
meeting of the Special Excise Committee 
of the Senate. 
of the present excise law, which has raised: 
over $11,000,C00 in revenue. 

This statement of Senator Raines brought 
Senator Samuel J. Foley of New-York to 
his feet. He said: ‘‘Senator Raines, do 
you mean to say that there are that number 
of places in New-York City that are receiv- 
ing police pretection in their violations of 
the Raines law?’”’ 

Senator Kseimes—Yes. Undoubtedly, they 
are receiving pclice or some protection, for 
the violations in many cases opénly exist. 

Here another Senator who was present 
at the meeting, but who refused to be 
quoted publicly, said: ‘“ There is no doubt 
of the truth of Senator, Raines’s statement. 
I have it upon the authority of one of the 
best-knowa saloonkeepers of New-York City 
that the old system of the police levying 
tribute upon the saloonkeepers is again in 
vogue. He told me that the city had been 
divided into districts, as formerly, and that 
they were again paying tribute to the police 
captains.”’ 

The committee of which Senator Raines 
is Chairman was appointed by the last Sen- 
ate to inquire into the workings of the 
Raines liquor-tax law, and is to report sug- 
gested amendments to the coming Legis- 
lature. - 

Senator Foley raised a disturbance at the 
outset of the meeting by remarking that it 
s@emed strange to him that the committee 
had. dallied along all through the Summer 
without doing anything. He thought it a 
remarkable example of official inefficiency. 
Senator Raines quickly rejoined: 

“When this committee was appointed, it 
was stated that its purpose was to con- 
duct its work just previous to election time 
and thus hold a club over the brewers and 
saloonkeepers. To avoid such a construction 
being placed upon the committee’s acts, I 
thought it best’ that we should not begin 
our work until after election.” 

Senator Ford thought that the committee 
should get to work with all diligence. He 
wanted to have a thorough investigation of 
the Raines-law hotel and sandwich viola- 
tions of the excise law in New-York City. 
This was a matter which should be spéedily 
remedied. Another question to consider 


prohibit the manufacture of tmpure beer. 
He had received ‘letters from all over the 
State, especially from hop and barley grow- 
ers, protesting against the use of substi- 
tutes in the manufacture of lager beer, and 
was satisfied the people of the State de- 
manded action along this line. 

Senator Raines said that he contemplated 
looking into this question and calling the 
principal brewers of the State before the 
committee. He added that many of the 
places in New-York and other parts of the 
State to the number of about 7,000, includ- 
ing the clubs, which were operating in vio- 
lation of the excise law, had a United States 
revenue license, for which they paid $25. 
Disorderly houses, as a rule, simply soid 
under a Government license. A resolution 
was adopted requesting State Excise Com- 
missioner Lyman to furnish the committee 
with a list of all such piaces. 

Senator Raines said that much statistical 
information had been collected during the 
Summer which would be of use to the com- 
mittee in its work. It was decided that vhe 
committee should meet at the office of ihe 
Deputy of the State Excise Commissionci ia 
New-York City, at i0 o clock next Monday 
morning. The committee will conduct its 
investigations there duling all of next neek 
and will then visit the cilies of Buffalc 
Rochester, Syracuse, and Utica, and con- 
duct various lines of inquiry in each place. 





THE CHARGE DENIED, 





Capt. Cross Offers a Reward for In- 
formation, of Unlicensed Selling. 


In reply to Senator Raines’s statement 
that there are from 4,000 to 5,000 places with- 
in ten miles of the City Hall where liquor is 
sold ‘‘ without a license, in violation of the 
State liquor law,. presumably under police 
or some other protection,” Capt.. Cross of 
the. Leonard Street Station, who was in 
charge of Police Heaquarters last night, 
said: : : 

‘Senator Raines is very much mistaken if 
by his ten-mile limit from the City Hall he 
means to have the ten miles apply to this 
city. Whatever is done outside of this city 
I know nothing about, and Raines may in- 
tend to have his ten miles cover a part of 
Brooklyn and Staten Island. 

‘But so far as this city is concerned, I 
do not believe his statement, nor will any 
one else. .I do not mean to say there is not 


-@ place in the city where liquor is sold 


surreptitiously, but if there is such a place 
its business is small and only occasional. I 
do mean to say, however, that I will give 
the Senator, or any one else, $100 for every 
unlicensed place in my precinct where liquor 
is being sold, and I have no money to pare, 
either. 

“It is easy to make an assertion. Any 
one can do that, and any one can say the 
police protect unlicensed saloons, but if the 
police were to allow unlicensed saloons to 
run the keepers of licensed saloons, who 
have paid $800 each to be allowed to do 
business, would soon succeed in having the 
unfaithful policemen dismissed from the 
force. 

‘“‘No matter how sharply the police look 
for unlicensed saloons, those who have paid 
for licenses do not trust to the police alone, 
but keep watch for ‘themselves. They have 
a great interest in the matter, and would 
get a policeman ‘ broke’ in a minute if he 
allowed an unlicensed saloon and they knew 
of it—and they surely would know of all 
such places. 

“Senator Raines is mistaken, unless he 
refers to Brooklyn or Staten Island. The 
politicians may control the police over there 
and prevent them from doing their duty, 
but they do not in this city.” ‘ 

To discover if those to whose interest it is 
to prevent the sale of liquor in places that 


such places exist in this city, a reporter for 
THe New-York Times last night visited 
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where contraband »}ue¢iness would be carried 
On if carried on at all within the city. 

He talked with owners ana barixcepers, 
and in each Instance was told that xu. such 
Places were known to exist, and that if they 
were, complaints would be lodged with the 
Police Commissioners as soon as they were 
discovered. Each man said he would com- 
plain to protect his own business, if for no 
other reason, and that so long as he had to 
pay to do business he was not geing to 
allow others to do a simiiar business for 
nothing. 

Some said that attempts were made to sell 
liquors on the top floors of tenement houses 
Sundays when the Raitues law first went 
into effect, but that even this business had 
been almost entirely broken up by the unit- 
ed efforts of the police and the liquor sellers 
who had paid the tax. 

When told of Senator Raines’s remark, 
they with one-accord laughed, and said it 
could not be true; that some one had been 
making false statements to him, and that 
so many illegal places in this city would 
destroy the trade of half of the men in the 
business. 





BURNED THE SPANISH FLAG. 


The New-Castle Incident Which Has 
Aroused Spain’s Wrath. 


NEW CASTLE, Del., Nov. 23.—The people 
of New Castle are much exercised over the 
dispatch from Madrid in reference to the 
alleged burning of a Spanish flag here last 
Wednesday night. The incident has been 
exaggerated. 

The members of Company H, Delaware 
National Guard, had held a reception, and 
nearly all had gone, when some one re- 
called the remarks in a speech by the Rev. 
VY. S. Collins, in which he said the belliger- 
ent rights of the Cubans ought to be recog- 
nized. There were then about a dozen men 
present, and one enthusiast is said to have 
jumped on a table and torn down a Spanish 
flag used in the decorations and destroyed. it 
by burning it. Some even say it was not a 
Spanish flag. 

The officers of the regiment will investi- 
gate the matter, Which attracted no atten- 
tion until the dispatch from Madrid was re- 
ceived. 


CARLISLE READY TO RETIRE. 








Denies Reports that He Will Be in 
McKiniey’s Cabinet. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 23.—Secretary 
Carlisle was asked recently by a friend if 
he had seen the reports printed that if he 
desired he could retain his position as Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in the next Adminis- 
tration. He replied that he had, but the 
reports were too silly and absurd to re- 
quire from him a thought, much less an 
answer. 

“There is no inducement in the world 
that could be offered me to servé under the 
McKinley Administration a day,’’ he said. 

‘‘I am as good a Democrat now as I ever 
was, and always expect to be. I have no 
aspirations whatever for any public posi- 
tion. There is no man in the country who 
will welcome the advent of the 4th of next 
March more gladly than’ myself.’’ 





WANT TO FOUND A COLONY. 


Kansas Populists Entering on an Am- 
bitious Scheme. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Nov, 23.—The Populists 
of Kansas have advocated co-operation ever 
since the organization of their party, but 
nothing which has heretofore been proposed 
equals in magnitude the proposition of 
Chairman John W. Breidenthal of the State 
Central Committee to locate a colony in 
Crawford County and start an immense 
farming industry, a mining camp, several 
factories, and a great department store. 

It is proposed that a thousand men give 
$100 each, making a fund of $100,000, on 
which it is believed the colony can begin 
business. The scheme is to take unem- 
ployed men into the colony and allow them 
to bec6me part owners of the property, 
paying their proportion out of their share 
of the earnings. A section of land, compris- 
ing about 2,000 acres, in Crawford County, 
has been selected as a location and an op- 
tion taken. 

Already 200 men have been found ready 
to go into the scheme. r

GEN. WEYLER IN HAVANA 





HE RETURNS VERY SUDDENLY 
¥ROM PINAR DEL RIO. 





No Explanation of His Coming Vouchs« 
safed by the Authorities—Noth- 
ing but Skirmishes 
Reported. 


HAVANA, Nov. 23.—Captain General 
Weyler arrived here this evening from the 
Province of Pinar del Rio. His return has 
caused much comment, but as yet it is im- 
Possible to learn the true reason for his 
leaving his command and returning to the 
capital. The military authorities will vouch- 
safe no information on the subject. 

The official reports concerning the moves 


ments of the troops in the field give only. 
accounts of skirmishes, with trifling losses 
on either side. No news of any moment 
has been received from Pinar del Rio. 

By an explosion of dynamite a passenger 
train was wrecked to-day near Cardenas, 
Province of Matanzas. The engineer and 
fireman of the train and two passengers 
were hurt. The six cars composing the 
train were set on fire by the rebels who 
caused the explosion. As is customary, @ 
pilot engine was running in front of the 
passenger train. This was allowed to pass 
the point where the dynamite was placed, 
but a little further on a rail had been 
loosened, and when the pilot engine struck 
it the engine was thrown into a ditch. 

Counsel for Luis Someillan, a naturalized 
American citizen, who was arrested some 
time ago on the charge of being a rebel 
and conspiring against the Spanish Govern- 
ment, has petitioned the court for the re- 
lease of his client, on the ground that there 
is no evidence to convict him. 

Thirty-eight political suspects and prison- 
ers convicted of ordipary crimes were sent 
to the penal settlement on the Isle of Pineg 
to-day. 





CUBA SURE OF VICTORY. 





The Patriots Have No Doubt of Theif 
Ultimate Success. 


TAMPA, Fla., Nov. 23.—Gen. Colazo 
writes to his family in this city from Santo 
Tomas, Eastern Cuba, saying in part: 

“The excellent and intelligent way with 
which cur friends in the United States have 
worked and the rapid arrival of expedition 
after expedition means the exit of all Span- 
ish hopes. I cannot give exact figures, but 
can say we have at least 23,000 fully-equip- 
ped men and 2,000 more properly drilled 
and ready to take their places in the army 
as soon as we have means to arm them. In 
the last revolution of ten years we never 
had more than 8,000 men armed, and we 
were always short of ammunition. Now. 
we have three times as many men, a plenti- 
ful supply of ammunition, and a perfect 
faith in our ultimate triumph. 

““Tt seems the Spaniards have lost all 
hope of ruling here, but they bellevé in ace 
cumulating forces in the Vualta Abajo 
(Pinar del. Rio) district. They are going 
to pacify the island in sections. They will 
soon find out their mistake. Each locality 
has its own forces, thoroughly acquainted? 
with the country they defend; always on 
the watch, and fighting independently 
wherever they are most needed.’’ 





THIS NATION SHOULD AID CUBA, 





Senator Lindsay on the Prospects fon 
Her Independence. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 23.—Senator 
William Lindsay, who is a warm friend and 
supporter of the Administration, in an in- 
terview to-day said: ste 

“The revolution now in progress in Cub 
must result in the independence of the 
island or in the practical extirmination of 
the Cuban people. It was the opinion of 
this Government in 1874 that the Cubans 
would ultimately secure their independence. 

“The history of the past two years has 
made it clear that Spain must hold Cuba, 
if at all, in abject subjection. Civil govern- 
ment is out of the question for the future; 
military occupation will be necessary to 
preserve even the semblance of order, and 
martial law will be the only law that Spain 
can possibly administer. Such being the 
ease, the civilized world ought not to stand 
by and see the work of devastation con- 
tinue. 

‘For more than seventy years we have 
stood pledged to Spain to protect her 
against the world in the possession of that 
island. The time has now come when we 
should insist that Spain shall not annihilate 
the Cuban people in order to maintain her 
supremacy over them. 

“The message of the President to Con- 
gress at its coming December session will, 
I doubt not, deal largely with Cuban affairs, 
and put the country in possession of im- 
portant facts. which have not been access- 
ible to the press.” 


Advised of the Bermuda. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Nov. 23.—The Minister 
of Marine was advised to-day that thé 
steamer Bermuda, the suspected filibusterer, 
was reported to be at Halifax taking in 
arms and ammunition for Cuba. The report 
is said to have come through the Spanish 
Consul. The Canadian Government has 
always investigated such reports when they 
have reached here, but they have generally 
turned out to be groundless. 





Europe Will Be Behind Spain. 


PARIS, Nov. 23.—The Figaro, in an article 
on the relations of the United States and 
Spain in viaw of the situation in Cuba, 
says: ‘“‘The American newspapers which 
are inciting the United States to war with 
Spain on account of Cuba ought to remem- 
ber that Spain will have Europe behind 
her.” E ‘ 





Bishop Keane Starts for Rome. 

SAN JOSE, Cal., Nov. 23.—Bishop John J. 
Keane, late rector of the Catholic Univer- 
sity, at Washington, left this city Saturday 
afternoon for Rome, where he will pay his 
respects to the Holy Father in person. His 
friends are confident that he will be made 
a Cardinal, basing their hopes upon a sig- 
nificant sentiment in a letter that has just 
been received by Archbishop Ireland from 
Cardinal Satolli, at Rome, which reads as 
follows: ‘ There is a bright future in re- 
serve for Bishop Keane, the rector of the 
university.”

CHAIRMAN JONES'S VIEWS 


HE TALKS ABOUT THE TARIFF, 
SILVER, AND 1900. 











No Dingley Bill Next Session, Nor 
Any Other Tariff Bill—Fight 
Against the Gold Standard 
to be Continued. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Chairman Jones 
of the Democratic National ‘Committee is 
back in Washington, Mr. Jones said to-day 
he did not believe there would be any tariff 
legislation in the next session of Congress. 


Congress would pass the appropriation bills 
and practically do nothing more. 

Discussing plans for raising revenue, Sen- 
ator Jones said: 

“Many of the manufacturers who sup- 
ported McKinley will doubtless be surprised 
at the character of the bill that will be pre- 
sented to the country. The conditions that 
existed when the McKinley bill of 1890 was 
passed were very different from those that 
will confront Congress when it comes to 
deal with the question. Then there was a 
surplus to be dissipated; now there is a 
formidable deficiency to be considered. That 
will make necessary a radically different 
sort of a measure.”’ 

Mr. Jones himself wants the tax on beer 
increased $1 a barrel. He is not in favor of 
taxing tea or coffee, and thinks tobacco 
pays now as much tax as it should pay. 
His mind is not made up on the subject of 
the income tax. He jis not certain Congress 
could pass a proper income tax measure. 
without a change in the Constitution. 

When asked if the Democratic National 


Committee would maintain permanent head- 


quarters, Mr. Jones said the question would 
be decided later on. 

* But I think you can say,” he continued, 
“thai the fight will be kept up until the 
issue has been fought out.,’’ 

* When will that be?” 

“When the people of the United States 
have expressed their opinion directly upon 
the question of restoring silver to the posi- 
tion .it occupied prior.to 1873. The plat- 
form of the. Republicah Convention was a 
straddle—it did not declare for the single 
gold standard, but only for its maintenance 
until bimetallism could be secured by In- 
ternational agreement. I have been assured 
since the eiection by Republicans, some of 
wide Yeptitation, that thousands of’ them 
voted for Major McKinley because they 
believed him to be a bimetallist, and that 
as much would be done for silver under. his 
Administration as could be accomplished 
were Bryan to be elected, and it would be 
#ecured, too, without danger of the dis- 
turbances that were feared in case of 
bryan’s election. 

“There was behind McKinley a large con- 
servative element, which distrusted the 
radical supporters of Bryan, afraid to trust 
them with the administration of affairs. 
But the Republicans are not united on this 
quéstion, and they will have to settle the 
matter for themselves between now and 
1900. 

“1 am firmly convinced that a vast major- 
ity of the people of this country desire bi- 
metallism, and if the Republicans place 
themselves squarély in line for the gold 
standard and the use of silver as subsidiary 
coinage only, there can be no doubt of the 
résult of the contest. 

‘We failed to elect Bryan this year be- 
cause the Republicans secured the bulk of 
the artisan vote, and we failed to convert 
enough of the farmer vote to gffset it. But 
they are coming our way, and if Mr. Hanna 
is proceeding upon the theory that the 
tarmer vote is lost to the Republicans, why, 
there can be no doubt of the issue.”’ 





REED’S TARIFF PLAN, 


Wanis a General Revision of Sched- 
nies at a Special Session. 


WASHINGTON, Novy. 23.—Speaker Reed, 
it is said, is opposed to any temporary 
tariff ‘legislation. He advocates a general 
revision of the schedules at a special or 
regular session after March 4. Congress- 
man Dalzell believes the authors of the 
Wilson-Goftiah tariff law are bringing for- 
Ward the suggestions for an increase of the 
beer tak and Other internal revenue propo- 
sitions in the hope that they ~-will prevail 
and afford an excuse for saying that there 
is no need of .further general tariff re- 
vision.

BROWN AND DOCHARTY OUT. 


Their Resigvations Have Been Ac- 
cepted by the Manhattan Club. 


Col. William lL. Brown is no longer a 
member of the Manhattan Club, His resig- 
nation, sent in the day after election, was 
accepted by the”Board of Managers a few 
days ago, with very little discussion. He 
said that he felt impelled to retire from 
the club because the rules of the organiza- 
tion had been violated and its Democratic 
character outraged by the admission to 
the clubhouse of a large delegation of 
Union League clubmen, who turned. the 
home of Democracy into ‘a rowdy place” 
in celebration of a Republican victory. 

Ex-Register Augustus T. Docharty in- 
dorsed the sentiments expressed by Col. 
Brown, and also sent in his resignation. 
Mr. Docharty supported Bryan and Sewall, 
and, like Col, Brown, he had no sympa- 
thy with the sound-money enthusiasm and 
jubilation that swept through. the Man- 
hattan Clubhouse on the night of elec- 
tion. The sound-money Democrats were 
largely in the majority in the club, and 
included in that majority was the ex-Regis- 
ter’s father-in-law, Edward Kearney. 

Both resignations wete accepted at the 
same time. Col, Brown’s refusal to ac- 
cede to President Coudert’s request to re- 
consider his determination to resign left 
the managers no alternative, and the ac- 
tion of the board, therefore, was unani- 
mous in accepting both resignations. That 
there is a pretty strong sound-money ele- 
ment in the present Board of Managers 
will be noted from a glance at the fol- 
lowing names: William C. Whitney, Perry 
Belmont, George G. Haven, John D. Crim- 
mins, C. C. Baldwin, Justice Charles H. 
Truax, Henry D. Macdona, Robert Maclay, 
and Frederic R. Coudert, ex officio. 

A member of the board of Manhattan 
managers is authority for the statement 


that about a score of members had an- 
nounced their intention to retire from the 
club after election, in order to save money, 
but when Col. Brown's letter was made 
public the stir in club circles that it cre- 
ated put these would-be resigners on the 
defensive, They were all sound-money men, 
and they could not afford, even .in appear- 
ance, to follow Col. Brown's lead. There- 
fore, said the clubman, those who had 
prepared their resignations tore them up, 
and others deferred writing theirs until 
some future time. 

“If the managers had not accepted Col. 
William L.* Brown’s resignation,” said a 
Manhattan Club man yesterday, “ there 
would have been from twenty-five to forty 
other resignations,” 





FRUIT FOR THANKSGIVING. 


A Brisk Trade Has Pushed Prices Up 
25 to 50 per Cent. 


Large sales of California, Jamaica, and 
Spanish fruits were made yesterday for the 
Thanksgiving trade and for holding. E. L. 
Goodsell of the Goodsell Fruit Company 
said that the fruit market had responded 
to the excellent demand that exists just 
prior to a holiday, so that prices for all 
kinds of products were very good, dnd busi- 
ness was quite active. Until within a few 
days, low prices have prevailed, but now 
prices have advanced from 25 to 50 per cent. 
The last receipts of California grapes are 
now coming into the market, and yester- 
day’s sales of California Tokay grapes 
and Emperors—a grape similar to the Tokay 
—resulted in the fruit bringing about $3 to 
$4 per double crate of forty pounds. 

The first direct steamer bringing a large 
cargo of new crop Sicily lemons arrived 
Saturday, and the fruit was sold yesterday 
at an average of $3 per box of 300 lemons, 
as against $1.75 that ruled about a month 
ago for similar grades. Jamaica oranges 
are arriving in large quantities, and 4,000 
packages sold yesterday at from $2.50 to 
$3.25 per box of 200 oranges. Jamaica 
grape fruit sold at about $7 per barrel of 
about 100 fruits. The Goodsell Company 
yesterday also sold the first lots of Mexican 
oranges that have arrived this season. The 
fruit, however, was not in good condition, 
and 600 boxes sold at about $2.25 per box. 

At the salesrooms of Brown & Sé@ccomb, 
at 25 State Street, 1,165 packages of Cali- 
fornia grapes yesterday sold at $1.10 to $3.05 
per package, 220 barrels of Jamaica oranges 
went at $4 to $4.25 per barrel, 125 boxes of 
Jamaica oranges at $2.05 to $2.87 per box, 
and 5,260 barrels of Almeria grapes at 


$1.62% to &8.87%. The California grapes 
that hawe not quite as good keeping qualii- 
ties as the Spanish are .b put on the 
market as they arrive, and will be all con- 
sumed by the end of December. The choice 
qualities Of Spanish grapes will be put out 
in January. 

Mr. Goodsell said that the last cargo of 
Almeria grapes for the season has already 
come in. he total importation will be 
100,000 barrels short of that of last year, on 
account of a short crop, but prices are not 
proportionately higher.

Many Drops and Rallies in the Chi- 


Cngo Pit Yesterday. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 28.—The grain trade was 
& guess and a scalp early in the local mar- 
ket. Wheat was forced down to 75% cents, 
December, and 78% cents, May, then had an 
unexpected upturn to 76% cents and 80% 
cents, 5g cent over Saturday. 

While the important Monday statistics 
were in doubt, the trade here followed the 
Strength in St. Louis, which had a clean 
lead of 10 cents over Chicago. Light re- 
ceipts made shorts buyers. The action of 
prices for the morning gives a pretty good 
idea of the condition of the wheat trade. 
December wheat, which closed at 75% cents 
Saturday, after selling at 7414 cents, started 
to-day with sales at 75% cents to 75% cents, 
and at once touched 75% cents. There was 
a strong rally of 1 cent, to 76% cents, a dip 
to 75% cents, a second rally to 76% cents, a 
dip to 76 cents, a third rally to 76% cents, 
and a break to 75% cents. May sold at 78 
cents Saturday, and closed at 79% cents, It 
started at 79% cents to 79% cents, and sold 
at 78% cents, with first a rally to 80 cents, 
second a bulge to 80% cents, and then a 
drop to 79% cents. 

During the time the market showed 
strength it was a sort of pie-crust market. 
St. Louis led, with a spurt in prices; St. 
Louis bought here. The Winter wheat mar- 
kets promised to run short on high-grade 
Winter grain, from which the pies, cakes, 
and crackers of the world must be made. 
When Chicago stocks went up in the visible 
supply report at 527,000 bushels decrease, 
and New-York showed a small decrease, the 
best prices were made. 

Dispatches indicate that Spring wheat 
reserves will be held for higher prices. Al- 


together, the trade lacked leaders. There 
was lack of Staying qualities on the rt 
of both buyers and sellers. After 12 o’clock 
there was another buying flurry. It lifted 
prices to the best point of the day at 76% 
cents, December. 

There was enough opposition to the early 
advance in wheat to create some short in- 
terest. Late in the session the bears gave 
up the fight, and there was some covering. 
Cash wheat went to % cent premium in the 
open market. Sentiment changed to the 
buying side, regardiess of the somewhat 
bearish foreign news. December was ad- 
vanced to 77 cents, closing at 76% cents. 





‘Local Wheat Prices Rallied. 


Both May and December wheat futures 
rallied yesterday from the quotations of 
Saturday. May wheat closed Nov. 2i at 
84%, cents. Yesterday it opened at 84% 
cents, and fluctuated between 86% cents 
and 84% cents, closing at 86% cents. De- 
eember wheat closed on Saturday at 835% 
eents. It opened yesterday At 844 cents, 
and the quotations were between 86 cents, 
the closing price, and 84% cents.

Hartley & Graham Have Parchased a 
Winchester Interest. 


The combination which has for months 
been talked about in business circles be- 
tween the Hartley & Graham establishment 
of this city and the Winchester Repeating 
Arms Company has at length been accom- 
plished. 

It is declared to be a purchase by W. J. 
Bruff, Secretary of the new firm. Hartley 
& Graham, 313 Broadway, manufacturers of 
the Remington rifle and the Remington bi- 
cycle, have recently bought the half inter- 
est in the concern owned by the Winchester 
Repeating Arms Company, and are now 
proprietors of the various factories for the 
turning out of rifles, ammunition, &c., both 
in this State and in Connecticut. 

The new company is composed of Mar- 
cellus Hartley, President; Malcolm Gra- 
ham, Vice President; W. J. Bruff, Secretary, 
and Wilfrid Hartley, Treasurer.

MR. BYNUM SPEAKS OF APPRE- 
CIATION BY REPUBLICA_/S. 


Talk of Ways in Which Their Aid 


in the Campaign May Be Recog- 
nized by the Next Ad- 
‘ ministration. 


Chairman William D. Bynum of the Na- 
tional Democracy’s Executive Committee 
was yesterday in consultation with mem- 
bers of the party in this city settling up the 
affairs of the organization. He called on 


Charies J. Canda, Who was the Chairman 
of the local Committee on Finance, agd on 
ex-Gov.

Mr. Bynum told a reporter for THE NEwW- 
Yorx Trumps yesterday that the financial 
end of the National Democratic Committee 
was Satisfactory. ‘‘ The committee has paid 
all its bills and is square with the world,” 
he said. ‘‘We were never in debt, because 
we adopted the plan of paying for every- 
thing as we went along, and no man ever 
had to present a bill twice.’’ 

“Will the Natjonal Democrats expect 
recognition from the next Administration?” 

“I believe the National Democrats will 
ask for nothing in the way of offices from 
the President-elect. They are not organ- 
ized for spoils. I do not know that any one 
of them would accept a prominent, office 
if it were offered to him. 

“The Republicans have been generous in 
their estimate of the work done by the 
sound-money Democrats. Never before, so 
far as I remember, have Republicans been 
80 disposed to speak kindly of Democrats of 
any shade of belief. In the West particu- 
larly they are inclined to give our organiza- 
tion credit for the work it did. Some Re- 
publicans believe they would have lost In- 
diana if it had not been for the third party. 

“‘I.think the talk of recognition by the 
new Administration grows out of this 
generous spirit on the part of Repub- 
licans. They were so glad to see us thump 


Bryan during the campaign that they give 
us all the credit we deserve. 

“There are some offices to be filled which 
must be filled by Democrats, such as mem- 
bers of the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion and the Civil Service ‘Commission. I 
expect it would be a little galling if Presi- 
dent McKinley were to select for such 
places men who had been active supporters 
of Bryan. Mr. McKinley might take the 
same view of it, and when he must appoint 
Democrats select some sound-money man, 
Further than this, I do not think the 
sound-money Democrats want recognition.’’ 





WILL KEEP UP THE FIGHT.

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MR. CROKER AND TAMMANY. 


He Will Give Advice and Advocate 
Conciliatory Measures. 


Richard Croker, while declaring yester- 
day that he was out of politics, said that 
he was keenly interested in the success of 
Tammany, and that he proposed to do all 
that he could in his individual capacity to 
aid the organization. 

The politicians:of the Wigwam say that 
they are satisfied that Mr. Croker has no 
idea whatever of reassuming the personal 
direction of the organization, but they are 
also satisfied that he will act in an ad- 
visory capacity to the managers. They 
point out with various degrees of satisfac- 
tion that Mr. Croker wants all Democrats 
to get together for the municipal campaign 
of next year. 

Mr. Croker indicated yesterday that he 
believed in conciliation and harmony arnong 
the Tammany men in the city and the 
adoption of a policy that would attract 
other Democrats to their support. The pol- 
iticlans say that he has made it pretty 
clear that he does not favor keeping any 
one outside of Tammany who wants to go 
in simply on the ground that he could not 
support the Chicago ticket at the last elec- 
tion. Mr. Croker’s policy is that of pacifi- 
cation: He said yesterday that Tammany’s 
administration in this city had been far 
more économical than the Republican ad- 
ministration. 

“The spending of money,” he _ said, 
“seems to have been the most important 
thing that the Republican administration 
has done. I have talked with many of my 
friends since my arrival home, and they all 
believe that it is necessary that Tammany 


should present a united front in view of the 
election for Greater New-York, which will 
probably take place next year. This seems 
to’ be the ae of the Tammany leaders 
with whom I have talked. Whatever I may 
be able to do to unite the Democrats of this 
city I am willing to do.” 

Mr. Croker said that he did not care to 
talk politics further than that. He said 
that he would remain here attending to 
his personal business for some time. The 
Tammany leaders seemed to be satisfied 
that Mr. Croker does not propose to inter- 
fere with the. internal affairs of Tammany 
in any way, and that he will take_no sides 
in the row between John C. Sheehan’ and 
Henry D. Purrey.

WAS NOT LEPROSY AFTER ALL. 


A Woman Supposed to be Suffering 
the Disease Cured. 


BOSTON, Nov. 23.—In the early part of 
last February the Board of Health thought 
it had discovered a genuine case of leprosy 
in the illness of Mrs. Mary Ames of 641 
Second Street, South Boston. The woman, 
who is about forty-five years old, had been 
ill fot nearly two years previous to coming 
under the notice of members of the board, 
and leading physicians believed her to 
have Asiatic leprosy. Her condition became 
pitiable, and it was decided that she must 
be sent,to the place of isolation at Gallup's 
Island. ; 

Dr. Durgin of the board, while realizing 
that the woman showed every symptom of 
leprosy, did not feel fully convinced that 
this was the diséase from which she was 


suffering, and he began a systematic treat- 
ment for another blood disorder. After 
about three months of this care on the 
part of Dr. Durgin, the trouble began to 
disappear, and Mrs. Ames became as well 
as if never ill. Her home in Sout Boston 
had been broken up, and she was given a 
home at the institution at Long Island, 
where she has been since her recovery 
from her illness. Her friends are talking 
of bringing suit against the city, but Dr. 
Durgin says that the woman was not sub- 
jected to any danger while she was at Gal- 
lup’s, and he does not understand on what 
grounds a suit can‘ be entered against the 
city by her. 

He thinks praise, and not censure, should 
be given the city officials who handled the 
case and restored Mrs. Amés to health.

POMPOUS CATTLE, SHEEP, AND 
. SWINE IN THE GARDEN. 





Rare Breeds on Exhibition—Parade in 
the Ring—Light First Day’s 


Attendance—The 
Awards. 
Madison Square Garden is this week 


given up to cattle, sheep, swine, and a few 
ponies. It is the second annual Live Stock 
Show, and is given under the auspices of 


the National Association of Exhibitors of 
Live Stock. 

The show did not have a very auspi- 
cious opening, and the attendance was very 
light all day. The managers, however, are 
dn no way discouraged. They say that 
last year the attendance. was very light 
for the first half of the week, and during 
the last three days the Garden was well 
filled. - 

There are not so many animals on ex- 
hibition this year as last, but judges of 
live stock say that the quality is far su- 
perior to that of the last show. Some 
changes have peen made in the arrange-- 
ment of the Garden this year.’ The ani- 
mals are nearly all on the main floor, in- 
stead of being in the stalls in the base- 
ment. 

The cattle are in temporary stalls next 
to the arena boxes. Around the ring are 
stalls which are occupied by the sheep, and 
the swine are in the annex, on Twenty- 
Seventh Street. After the show closes, all 
the animals are put in the basement for 
the night. 

In the restaurant at the Madison Avenue 
end of the Garden is the dairy exhibition, 
and several incubators and. brocders in 
working order add to the attraction. 


Sheep-Shearing Contest. 


One of the features of yesterday’s show 
was to have been a sheep-shearing contest 
end sheep-dog trial. Last year the sheep 
shearers and the Gogs proved to be the 
most interesting part of the show. They 
have not arrived yet, but are on the way 
from Ontario and are expected to-day. 

Judging fat cattle, Dorset sheep, herds of 
Shetland ponies, and Aberdeen-Angus fat 
cattle formed the programme yesterday. 
Then there was a parade of all animals in 
the ring. This was by far the most inter- 
esting part of the day’s show, and it gave 
all in the Garden a chance to see the ani- 
mals out of their boxes and to note their 
different points. 

The Normandies led the parade. This 
breed is only on exhibition in the Garden, 
and the animals are from the farms of T. 
‘A. Havemeyer and Chester W. Chapin. The 
Normandy is a new breed for this country, 
the first shown here being imported by Mr. 
Chapin; but in France this breed is ._pre- 
ferred to any other. They are very hardy 
and run out to pasture all the year. The 
cows are good milk givers, the yearly yield 
of a developed cow being from 7,000 to 8,000 
pounds of milk, which will give 300 to 350 
pounds of butter. The cows weigh from 
1,500 to 1,800 pounds, and the bulls from 
2,500 to 3,000 pounds. 

Next to the Normandy came the Simmen- 
thal, a Swiss breed, and another novelty 
to lovers of fine stock in this country. There 
are five in the show, owned by T. A. Have- 
meyer. Segg, a three-year-old bull, weigh- 
ing 2,080 pounds, led this section of the 
parade, and hehind him were two Cows, 
Spiess and Jungferl, and two heifer calves. 


Characteristics of the Swiss. 


The Swiss cattle are large and well 
formed, the usual weight of the cows being 
about 1,200 to 1,300 pounds, exceptional 
Weights being 1,500 pounds. Mature bulls 
range from 1,500 to 2,000 pounds. In color 
they vary from a light to a dark chestnut 
brown, the lighter being denominated by 
some writers as a ‘‘mouse color.” The 
light shade is particularly observable in a 
narrow line along the back, in the inside of 
the ears, and in the tufts of hair between 
the horns. The horns are rather short, of 
smooth texture, and tipped with black. 

The nose is black and is surrounded by a 
meal-colored band, a yellow strip extending 
from the middle of the lower lip to the 
upper lip, and on the sides of the. nostrils. 
The mouth and tongue are generally dark 
gray or black; the switch and hoofs are also 
black; udder well developed, white and 
smooth. The shoulders are large, the thighs 
wide apart, hind quarters heavy, and the 
hind legs straight. The disposition is ex- 
tremely kind and docile. Their marks are 
very persistent, a fact which denotes the 
purity of the breed. 

In their native country they have been 
reared and kept for centuries especially for 
the dairy, where they are wintered in the 
walieys on the coarsest food. They graze 
@mong the rocks and rugged steeps often 
at an elevation of more than 7,000 feet 
above the level of the ocean. For four 
months of the year they are kept on the 
most elevated feeding «grounds, where a 
large number will be attended by one man, 
who combines in himself the offices of 
herder and dairyman. . 

Cheese is the chief dairy product, and it is 
said that each cow produces by the end of 
the season of four months an average of 
225 pounds, and that the best cheese of the 


country is made upon these elevated past- 
ures,

Got at Least One American Released 
in Her Turkish Cruise. 


The United States cruiser Marblehead, re- 
cently detached from the European station, 
arrived in port yesterday, haying been away” 
since March, 1895. Her service has been in 
connection with the Armenian situation, the 
vessel having been stationed much of the 
time at Mersina, in the Province of Adana, 
Asia Minor, and in the Guif of Iskenderoon, 
at the extreme eastern end of the Mediter- 
ranean, 

Mersina, or Mersine, as the naval officers 
spell it, is the terminal of a railroad pene- 
trating the interior, and hence a source of 
information regarding conditions in the in- 
terior. The presence of ¢he American 
cruiser exerted a wider influence because of 
the railroad, and perhaps for that reason 
the officers of the Marblehead knew little 
of the Armenian atrocities beyond the par- 
ticulars obtained in the newspapers. 

The Marblehead is a small vessel, having 
a displacement of only 2,089 tons, length 
257 feet, beam 37 feet, and mean draught of 
14 feet 7 inches. She had but just gone into 
commission when ordered to Europe, and 
during the voyage proved herself an emi- 
nently satisfactory seagoing craft. 

From Gibraltar she went to Smyrna, and 
had cruised about the coast of that vicinity 
for only a short time when ordered to par- 
ticipate in the Kiel festivities. She was the 
only one of the Amer:can fleet to go through 
the Kiel Canal, her light draught permitting 
her to do so. Then followed a cruise in the 
waters of northern Europe, with visits to 
ports of Sweden and Norway. Returning 
to the Mediterranean, she was ordered in 
October, 1895, to Mersina, and with the ex- 
ception of a short time in February of this 
year, when she joined the fleet at Smyrna, 
she continued at Mersina. 

Commander Charles O'Neill, who had thus 
far been in command, was detached, and 


Ser Thomas F. Jewell succeeded 
m. 

Commander O'Neill was appealed to in a 
few minor cases, where questions of Ameri- 
can citizenship were involved, but only one 
case in connection with Armenian troubles 
came to the notice of Commander Jewell. 
At the time the Rev. Mr. Kaapp, an 
American missionary, was ordered to leave 
Bitlis and was escorted by the Turkish au- 
thorities to Alexandretta, eighty miles from 
Mersina, to be deported by the French mail 
steamer, Americcn Consular Agent Walker 
telegraphed for the Marblehead to come at 
once to Alexandretta: The Turkish officials, 
hearing of the telegram, released Mr. 
Knapp at once, and Commander Jewell 
therefore, had nothing to do upon arriv 
there. This was said to be the character- 
istic method of the Turks—holding out al- 
ways till the final threat was made, and 
then surrendering. 

The Marblehead requires dry docking and 
a few minor repairs. but can be in readin 
for sea service with Admiral Bunce’s fleet 
in two weeks.

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QUESTION DISCUSSED BEFORE 
_ THE CONGREGATIONAL CLUB. 





James L. Blair of St. Louis Says that 
Commissions Should Decide Ques- 
tions Like the ‘Monetary Sys- 
tem—Everett P. Wheeler 
and Others Speak. 


The Congregational Club had its monthly 
dinner last night at the St. Denis Hotel. 
About 100 members and guests, including 
many women, were present. John H. 
Washburn presided. The topic announced 


for discussion was “‘The Permanent Les- 
sons of the Campaign.’”” James L. Blair, 
Police Commissioner of St. Louis, and’ Ev- 
erett P. Wheeler made the set speeches. 
The Rev. Dr. Henry A. Stimson, Dr. R. A. 
Gunn, and L. C. Warner spoke in the dis- 
cussion. x 

Mr. Wheeler, who was introduced by the 
Chairman as the “Champion of the Cur- 
rency. and of Reform,” said that the first 
lesson he found in the campaign was that 
most of the evils that had spread broadcast 
the feeling of discontent. that permitted 
7,000,000 votes to be cast against honor 
were the results of defective, if not dis- 
honest, legislation. The history of the past 
twenty-five years showed, he declared, that 
the greatest sin of the American citizen was 
in choosing incompetent and selfish men to 
represent him in Congress and. in the As- 
sembly. 

“Turn back a few days,” he said, “ and 
look at the result of the election in your 
own district. The majority of you live 
south and west of Central Park. On the 
one side was an upright business man, 
standing for all you claim to stand for; 
on the other a Republican Bryanite, who 
carried the effrontery of his canvass 890 
far that he dared send broadcast a cir- 
cular denouncing the President for issuing 
bonds, the only action that at that time 
could have saved us from falling to a silver 
footing. Who was elected? .The Repub- 
lican Bryanite, because he was regular. 
You should have studied his record. But 
no; you did ag the district leaders told 
you to do. 


Elect Honest and Upright Men. 


“It cannot be denied that every calamity 
that has befallen us in the past twenty-five 
years has been the result of defective leg- 
islation. If on March 4, 1877, Congress had ; 
been legislated out of existence the country 
would have been better off. We must learn 
from the past campaign and the nearness 
of the dangers we so narrowly escaped to 
choose upright and honorable men to repre- 
sent us, men able to stand up and point 
out the right way and honest enough to 
take it. 

“The second lesson we learn is that the 
great gulf between the rich and the poor 
must be bridged. The churches do not ap- 
pear able to do-it, but it must be done. 
The rich must get into closer relations 
with the poor. To-day and for years they 
are drawing further and further apart. 
There used to be the common ground of 
the public schools. Now the children of the 
rich attend private schools. The poor do 
not go, and perhaps would not be wel- 
comed at the churches of the rich. New- 
Yorkers decline to make sacrifices for the 
love of their fellow man. They will not 
learn for themselves if his wants and com- 
plaints are just or are founded on unjusti- 
fiable ignorance. If they would try and 
learn the wants of their fellow men, try 
and alleviate the in many instances well 
founded feelings of discontent, New-York 
might claim to be a Christian city. That 
Steps should be taken to bridge the gulf 
between the so-called classes and masses is 
the second and most important lesson. of 
the campaign.” P 

Dr. Stimson, after the Chairman had in- 
troduced Mr, Blair, referred to him as “ the 
Roosevelt’ of the St. Louis Police Depart- 
ment.” 

“In the first place,” said Mr. Blair, “it is 
apparent that widespread ignorance of 
economic laws exists, and-that, too, not in 
the humbler classes only. ‘Thousands who 
we had supposed were thoroughly convers- 
ant with the elementary principles of our 
Government were readily misleqd by the 
fallacy that it is the Government’s duty 
to take care of the people, and not the peo- 
ple of the Government. That such an 
enormous vote, notwithstanding the signal 
victory won, was cast upon the side of 
economic error and political humbug is con- 
clusive evidence that our peril was great. 


Let Commissions Decide. 


“The lesson to be deduced from this ex- 
perience is that questions purely scientific 
in their nature, like the revenue and the 
monetary systems, should be intrusted to 
commissions of those who have made them 
their life study; that our legislative bodies 
are utterly incompetent, for the most obvi- 
ous reasons, to rightly formulate laws re- 


quiring so large a measure of special knowl- 
edge, and that the efforts of the American 
Congress to deal with questions so technical 
is no less futile and dangerous than if they 
were to attempt to solve problems in as- 
tronomy or mechanics. 

“Another deduction to be made is that, 
however conservative we are as a ‘people, 
yet when S eee are favor- 
able a great mass of r people is suscepti- 
ble to the influence of the ingenious dem- 
agogue appealing to prejudice between im- 
aginary classes and to sectional jealousy. 
The vote cast for Bryan, eliminating those 
coerced by the party lash, is so large as to 
indicate that whenever there exists what 
is included in the term ‘hard times' there 
will surely rise the Jack Cade who will ad- 
vocate revolution as a remedy, and will 
carry with him the uneducated and the un- 
thinking in such numbers as to threaten 
the permanency of our institutions. 

“ Another fact emphasized by this cam- 
paign is that the average citizen is ‘too 
good’ to take an active interest in public 
affairs. 

“Maryland, West Virginia, and Kentucky 
casting their Electoral votes for a Repub- 
lican President, the result being so close 
in Tennessee and Virginia as to require 
many days to settle it, and other indica- 
tions of the loss of Democratic votes, teach 
us that there is no longer and never can 
be again a solid South. 

“A lesson is to be learned from this 
campaign upon the making of party plat- 
ferms. Origi y intended as declarations 
of principle binding the party to a definite 
course of conduct, they have been so long 
violated that they have come to be gen- 
erally understood as mere vote-catching 
devices by which no one expects the party 
to ‘abide. Thousands of Democrats gswai- 
lowed the Chicago platform because they 
knew that no party ever lived up to its 
platform. Thus, the very ‘insincerity of 
the party’s declaration was made a reason 
for supporting its candidate. We have 
learned that the time for glittering gener- 
alities is past. The Indianapolis platform 
ig,perhaps the only one in the history 
of’ this yaw 4 which tells the truth and 
the whole truth. 


Widespread Discontent the Cause. 


“Causes of discontent must be examined 
and remedied. The chief among them is the 
claim of unjust discrimination in favor of 
the rich against the poor and the charge 
that the so-called communism of wealth is

ine the sincere purpose to cure the evil, if 
it exists. 

“Finally, with such clear, emphatic, and 
final assurance to those who distrusted that 
the American people were competent to 
govern themselves, we cannot but accept 
the lesson that the people of the United 
States, North, South, East, and West, wher- 
ever they are, and whatever their condition 
are an honest, upright, God-fearing, an 
patriotic people.”’ 

When the applause that greeted Commis- 
sioner Blair’s speech was silenced, Dr. Stim- 
son told of the effect of education on the 
voters of the “‘ once solid South,’”’ and then 
proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. Blair. 

In response to loud calls for the ‘‘ one man 
present who had supported Mr. Bryan,”’ Dr. 
Gunn told of his reasons for believing that 
the free coinage of silver at 16 to 1 would 
benefit the poor. He said that the principal 
cause of the large vote for Mr. Bryan was 
the division between the rich and poor and 
the certainty that the division was growing 
wider and that, try as he would, the poor 
man could not improve his condition. Dr. 
Gunn ‘considered that the lesson the cam- 
paign taught was that, unless the condi- 
tion of the poor was bettered, something 
akin to a revolution would result. 

L. C. Warren, in response to Dr. Gunn, 
said that he believed a very few months 
of presperky, and full working hours would 
cure all feelings of discontent and class 
hatred. He added that he hoped the vic- 
torious party would carry out some of the 
reforms fought for by the vanquished. He 
thought that the matter of injunction is 
carried too far, and that unless some change 
is made the country will see it-carried to 
some great wrong. In the meantime, he 
believed that the corporations suffered at 
least as much from the people as the people 
suffered from corporations. ‘There are 
more bankrupt railroads in the West,’’ he 
said, ‘“‘ than bankrupts riding on them.”

NAIL TRADE IN A BAD WAY. 





The Collapse of the Trust Threatens 
a Demoralized Market. 


The approaching dissolution of the wire- 
nail trust, as foreshadowed in a dispatch 
from Chicago yesterday morning, causes no 
surprise in this city. Many of the members 
of the trade regarded the latest advance of 
15 cents per keg in the market price as ill- 
advised under existing business conditions. 
The demand for nails was slow before the 
advance, and it became slower after the ad- 
vance. In the month of August the total 
sales were not more than one-half of the 
limited output. 

Within recent years there has been an 
enormous falling off in the demand for 
nails for building purposes. Inasmuch as 
steel, stone, brick, and tiling are the princi- 
pal materials used in the construction of the 
buildings of the present day, there is but 
little use for nails. So dull did the nail 
market become that the formation of the so- 
called nail trust was regarded with much 
favor by a large proportion of the men en- 
gaged in the trade. The purpose of the new 
combifiation was to limit production and 
regulate prices on a uniform basis. The 
fact that the combination has failed in its 
efforts to control the market, simply demon- 
strates that the demand for nails is not 
sufficient to warrant the prices that were 
imposed. Sales are now being made under 
the schedule rates at almost any price that 
is offered. 

The size of nail most in use nowadays is 

the ten-penny, and next to that comes the 
eight-penny. Since last March the base 
price for ten-penny nails has been $2.55 per 
keg for carload, and $2.65 — keg for less 
than a carload. To this basic price was 
added the usual 50 cents extra and 15 cents 
per keg for freight. The gross market 
price, therefore, was $3.30 per keg for ten- 
penny and $3.40 for eight-penny nails. For 
four-penny nails the trust schedule pro- 
vided for the adding of 90 cents per keg 
extra to the base price. These rates proved 
to be too high. Builders declared that their 
margin of profits would not allow them io 
pay so much. The speedy decrease in the 
demand for nails forced the trust to close a 
large number of mills, thereby throwing 
hundreds of men out of employment. 
Eastern dealers have some hope that a 
meeting of the trade will soon be held, and 
that a combination will be formed which 
will be able to handle the question of out- 
put and prices in a manner commensurate 
with the conditions and capabilities of the 
market. 
The Consolidated Steel and Wire Company, 
with offices at Cortlandt and Church Streets, 
is one of’ the largest nail concerns in this 
city. F. E. Patterson, the manager, had 
no comments to make on the situation, yes- 
terday. The smaller dealers, however, 
talked freely and expréssed regret at the 
drop in prices. 


BOSTON, Nov. 23.—J. H. Park# Treasurer 
of the Wire Nail Association, to-day said 
the nail association had been in operation 
since June, 1895. It had lived much longer 
than its most sanguine promoters expected, 
and as a financial undertaking had been 
an unprecedented success. 

“It’s present donment,” said Mr. 
Parks, “is not due to any adventitious con- 
ditions in the organization or any internal 
indifference or shortcomings, but solely to 
the large growth of outside competition 
which has sprung up within the last few 
months. -We do not think it would be a 
good business to continue longer a policy 
which is increasing competition so rapid- 
ly. The story that the association has lar 
obligations which it is unable to meet is 
absurdly false, and it is a reflection on the 
honor and good faith of the nail manu- 
facturers.”’

Mr. Wakeman said: ‘‘I would like 
to correct the impression which has gone 
abroad regarding Cornelius N. Bliss and 
his eligibility for any portfolio. Newspapef 
mention places Mr. Bliss’s firm as an im- 
porting house, which is not the case. His 
business is that of domestic comission— 
that is, his house is agent for the distribu- 
tion of the products of several large Ameri- 


can manufacturing companies. Mr. Bliss’s 
company is neither importer, buyer, nor 
seller of goods on its own account, but 
agent for many large mills. 

Gov. Charles A. Busiel of New-Hamp- 
shire will have, it was said yesterday, the 
backing of the Republican organization of 
his State for a place in the Cabinet. He 
would prefer to be Secretary of the Nayy. 
He may receive the indorsement of Repub- 
licans in other New-England States. Gov. 
Busiel was_a promising candidate for the 
United States Senate some time ago. A suc- 
cessor to Senator J. H. Gallinger is to be 
chosen.

BAYONNE OFFICERS WARRING. 


Two Forees Were Ready Yesterday 
over Water. 


23.—A fight be-

BAYONNE, N. J., Nov. 


tween two rival gangs of laborers and a 
general riot were narrowly averted here 
to-day. Had it occurred, Mayor Seymour, 


the police, and the engineers and workmen 
of the New-York and New-Jersey Water 
Company would have been arrayed on cne 
side, and six of the Aldermen, the volunteer 
firemen, and the city workmen on the 
other. 

The city made a contract with Washing- 
ton & Beal, coniractors, about two years 
ago, by which the latter were to furnish 
a water supply in one year, with allowances 
for time lost in litigation. This contract 
was assigned to the New-York and New- 
Jersey Water Company. Litigation caused 
seven months’ delay, but more than an ad- 
ditional year has passed. The water com- 
pany has forced its way to Bayonne, and 
this morning, under a permit from Mayor 
Seymour, it prepared to make connections 
with the water mains on Avenue D. 
Aldermen Murphy, Kelly, Cassidy, McGee, 
McQuillan, and O’Brien objected. They said 
the contract had expired, and marshaled a 
gang of laborers this morning, and as fast 
as the Italian laborers of the contractors 
filled in a ditch in Avenue D at the Morris 
Canal, the city laborers uncovered it again, 

Chief of Police Neil was summoned, and 
when he saw the size of the gangs and the 
temper of them, he called out the entire 
pelice force. “The Fire Department was 
called out by the Councilmen and made 
ready to turn streams of water on the 


Italians. At thi juncture two Irishmen 
working for the city took the opposite ends 
of a long rope, and by a flank movement, 
swept into the open ditch fifteen or thirty 
Italians, who were standing beside it. This 
so nearly precipitated a fight that Chief Neil 
ordered all work stopped. The gangs dis- 
persed and a squad of police was’ left to 
guard the unfinished work. 

A stormy executive meeting of the six 
Aldermen was then held, at which Mayor 
Seymour was present, and some hot words 
passed: There will be a meeting of the 
Council to-morrow night. There are eleven 
Aldermen in all, so that the six opposed to 
the work will be in the majority. It is 
claimed the permit to commence the work 
should have issued from the Committee on 
Water, Streets, and Drainage, and not from 
the Mayor. ’ 

The water company claims that it has ex- 
pended $600,000 as provided in the contract, 
and has complied with all other provisions. 
It says only two days’ work is necessary 
now to complete the work. The majority 
of the Council, however, has been in nego- 
tiation with Jersey City.

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SUFFRAGE AND ELECTION FRAUDS. 

Discussion of election frauds and of re- 
strictions upon the suffrage has become 
more general in the Southern States 
since the recent election than ever be- 
fore. There are not only charges of fraud 
in Virginia, Tennessee, Alabama, and 
other States, but there are admissions of 
fraud by newspapers of the party in 
they were perpetrated. 
Where are even defenses of the systems of 
fraud that have grown up in the past, 
as a means of overcoming the negro 
vote, and an admission that they have 
gone beyond that purpose. A cry has 
been raised in many States that they are 
injuring not merely the “good name,” 
but the material well-being of the South. 

There is no more representative South- 
ern newspaper than The Charleston 
News and Courier, and in warning Vir- 
ginia against the consequences of elec- 
tion frauds, and declaring that “ repub- 
lican government is only safe on condi- 
tion of fair elections,”’ it makes the fol- 


lowing extraordinary statement: 


“Fraud in elections came into use in this 
State under carpet-bag rule in Reconstruc- 
tion times, and was afterward adopted by 
the white people as a substitute for force 
in preventing the control of the State by 
the negroes. Of course, negro rule was 
net to be permitted under any circum- 
stances, and fraud was easier and less ob- 
jectionable to our Northern conquerors than 
force. But its use was, nevertheless, a 
great blunder. Although first used against 
the negroes, it demoralized public senti- 
ment, and in course of time was used by 
‘white men against white men. Hindsight 
is always better than foresight, and looking 
back, we can see that it would have been 
better to kill out the negroes, or to have 
submitted to military rule, than to have 
made fraud at elections respectable.”’ 


This comes from a State which claims 
under its new Constitution and its pres- 
ent election laws to have attained “ fair 
elections,” but how has it attained them? 
The official returns of South Carolina are 
just at hand, and show that BRYAN and 
SPWALL received 58,801 votes, McKINLEY 
and Hopart 9,313, and PALMER and 
BucKNER 824, a total of 68,938. This is 
in a State in which, according to the 
census of 1890, the number of male citi- 
zens of *voting age was then: Whites, 
120,611; colored, 132,949Pin all 253,560. 
This reduction of the vote is supposed to 
be the effect of the educational qualifi- 
cation of the suffrage and the registra- 
tion law adopted within the past year. 
It has been said that under the law 
there are not more than 15,000 colored 
citizens who can qualify for registration, 
and the number actually registered is 
much less. Evidently there is no longer 
any need of “fraud” in the administra- 
tion of the law as a means of “ prevent- 
ing the control of the State by the ne- 
groes,” and if there was no fraud at the 
recent election it was on that account, 
for there is no obstacle put in its way. 
The Election Commissioners are appoint- 
ed by the’ Governor of the State, and are 
all taken from his own party, the officers 
in immediate charge of the polling places 
are of the same party, and there is 
no provision for watchers in behalf of 
candidates with any legal rights. That 
such a system is liable to enormous 
abuse as a means of maintaining a party 
in power-is obvious. 

It seems to be admitted that there 
were extensive frauds in Tennessee which 
had nothing to do with overcoming the 
colored vote or preventing “‘ negro domi- 
natiog.” In the Tenth Congressional Dis- 
trict they were simply the means adopt- 
ed to defeat Mr. PatTprson, the sound- 
money candidate for Congress, and he 
proposes to contest Cormack’s right to 
the seat on the ground of fraudulent 
practices at the election. The Nashville 
Banner says:

Mississippi is another State in which 
“ fraud” has been made “ unnecessary ” 
by a restriction upon the suffrage. The 
Vicksburg Commercial, exposing and de- 
ploring the Tennessee frauds, compla- 
cently says: 


“There are two things about the ‘ Mis- 
sissippi’ plan of elections that are never 
to be regretted. One is that the plan was 
operated successfully for the one purpose 
of white supremacy—it was never upheld 
or defended on but that one ground. The 
other is that our franchise system practical- 
ly and thoroughly dispensed with the su- 
preme necessity of so monstrous a meihod 
which was Spe BE poisoning the public 
morality of our citizen Had the cure not 
been applied the purpene that justified the 
evil deeds ‘would have been lost sight of 
while the plan would have continued, whol- 
ly unredeemed and vile.’ 


But this peculiar form of self-righteous- 
ness is not pleasing to all the newspapers 
of the South. The Dallas News, for in- 
Stance, takes exception to the suppres- 
sion of the negro vote in certain States, 
whether through the restriction of suf- 
frage or by the administration of elec- 
tion laws, and thinks that Congress 
should investigate the suffrage laws with 
reference to a possible reduction of rep- 
resentation in those States. It points out 
the fact that at the Congressional elec- 
tions in 1894 the average vote in the 
seven districts of Mississippi was 5,655, 
and in South Carolina, the educational 
qualification not having been adopted 
then, 9,092, while the average vote per 
district in Texas was 34,000, in Ken- 
tucky 32,500, and in North Carolina 30,- 
500, to say nothing of Northern States, 
where it was still larger. The vote in the 
Sixth District of Texas was 40,494, 
against a total of 39,581 in all the seven 
districts of Mississippi, and The Dallas 
News maintains that this is not a fair 
representation. 

It is plain that the policy of securing 
“fair elections’ by eliminating a large 
proportion of the voters, including the 
bulk of the colored citizens, by means of 
Constitutional restrictions and obstruct- 
ive election laws, is not regarded with 
universal favor in the South, and in its 
present phase is not the final solution of 
the problem.

“TI have no patience with those Por 
who are always fighting the air. * If 
there are Trusts, let us know it, saa bring 
legislation to bear upon them, and court 
decrees to bear upon them, and then we 
have accomplished something.” 


The existence of Trust combinations 
has been sufficiently notorious for ‘sev- 
eral years past. In the early part of Mr. 
HaRRIson’s Administration there was en- 
acted what seemed to be a stringent law 
providing for the, prosecution and sup- 
pression of them. He was urged to en- 
force it, but his Attorney General ex- 
hibited a disinclination to begin the work. 
After a long delay, two or three attempts 
to proceed against combinations under 
the statute were made, but they virtually 
came to nothing. The law has not been 
repealed, nor has it been changed. There 
has been added to it another statute, de- 
signed to make the legislation on this 
subject complete, and this second law is 
now more than two years old. 

One of the combinations with the ex- 
actions of which the farmers to whom 
Mr. HARRISON was talking were familiar 
is the Nail Trust or Pool; which, accord- 
ing to yesterday’s dispatches, is now in 
process of dissolution. From time to time 
heretofore we have shown what this 
Trust or Pool was doing. We have pub- 
lished the reports of many hardware 
merchants as to the indignation excited 
among the farmers throughout the coun- 
try by its unrestrained greed. Beginning 
in June of last year it rapidly increased 
the price of nails to all buyers in this 
country until the addition was equiva- 
lent to 200 per cent. for wire nails and 
228 per cent. for cut nails, as shown by 
the “ base’”’ price to wholesale merchants. 
Owing to changes in rates, which it is 
unnecessary to explain, the actual in- 
crease was considerably in excess of 
these percentages. For about a year, we 
think, these prices have been exacted, 
and the combination was at the same 
time exporting nails at the rate of about 
30,000,000 pounds pér annum, selling 
them to foreigners at prices lower by 
about 40 per cent. than those which it 
compelled American citizens to pay. Ow- 
ing to the wide distribution of this prod- 
uct and the explanations given by retail 
merchants to their complaining custom- 


ers, the existence and the methods of 


this combination became known to every- 
body, and the resentment of buyers tend- 
ed, especially in the agricultural districts, 
to increase the number of Populists and of 
the supporters of Bryan. This effect was 
due not wholly to the exactions of the 
nailmakers. These exactions directed at- 
tention to other similar combinations 
and to the failure of the Government to 
proceed against them under the statutes. 

The reported disintegration of the Pool 
has been followed by a fall of nearly 40 
per cent. in prices; that is to say, Ameri- 
cans can now buy American nal¥s at 
prices on a parity with those at which 
the same nails have been sold for export 
to Europe. Some persons will say that 
this dissolution shows that such combi- 
nations must eventually go to pieces and 
that for this reason public policy does 
not require the enforcement or enact- 
ment of laws designed to restrain them. 
But some combinations of this kind have 
long lives, and are the exactions of this 
Pool for a year, and the discontent 
caused by them, of no account? More- 
over, this Pool may be renewed. The dis- 
solution of the old Steel Beam Combi- 
nation, which had been ‘in existence for 


many years, was followed by a reduction 
of 40 per cent. in prices, but a new Beam 






increase of price ordered by it is ale 
ready announced. Within a few weeks 
two or three other new combinations in 
the iron. and steel industry have been 
formed. The Stee! Rail Pool, which sells 
rails abroad for less than $22 while it 
exacts $28 at home, is an old organiza- 
tion. : 

“Let us bring legislation to bear upon 
them.” said Mr. H..xR1son to the farm- 
ers. ‘Legislation has been brought “to 
bear upon them,” in tariff laws as well 
as in Anti-Trust statutes, but the tar- 
iff enactments have been in their fa- 
vor. It is by tariff duties, which pre- 
vent competition from abroad, that pro- 
tected combinations are enabled to en- 
force the payment of high and artificial 
prices here while they sell at lower prices 
in foreign lands, overcoming there, with- 
out tariff help, the competition of the 
foreign manufacturers against the sale 
of whose products in this country they 
are protected. Mr. McKINLEy desires, it 
is said, that a “conservative” tariff law 
shall be’ enacted next year. But any 
general revision of the tariff on “ con- 
servative”’ lines would involve a large 
reduction or the removal of every duty 
which is used by a combination as an in- 
strument of extortion. 








SANITARY WORK IN NEW-ORLEANS, 


New-Orleans is one of the cities in 
which much excellent sanitary work has 
been done during the last two years, but 
a considerable part of the improvement 
thus caused has been due to the efforts 
of associations of citizens, rather than to 
the unaided exertions of the authorities. 
We remember that very soon after the 
introduction of the diphtheria antitoxine 
into this country the remedy was used in 
that city, where its, efficacy was tested 
by a committee of physicians with most 
satisfactory results. Attempts to purify 
the milk supply by applying the tubercu- 
lin test to dairy herds in suburban towns 
have also been made, and it is apparent 
that a considerable number of prominent 
residents are striving to perfect the san- 
itary administration by taking advantage 
of the latest teachings of sanitary sci- 
ence. The municipal Board of Health re- 
jected a few days ago, however, a dairy 
ordinance upon which its Sanitary Com- 
mittee had been engaged for several 
months, and the city newspapers express 
regret because this action was taken. 

The board gave much weight, it ap- 
pears, to a report showing that nearly 
all of the milk sold in the city was “up 
to the standard” in density, richness, 
&c. But the instruments by which it can 
be ascertained whether milk has been 
adulterated do not reveal the presence of 
the germs of disease. Milk which con- 
tains such germs may still be normally 
rich or dense. An Inspector with his 
lactometer may “ pass’’ a sample of milk 
which is loaded with the germs of tuber- 
culosis or typhoid fever. We presume 
that the rejected ordinance provided for 
the inspection of dairy herds and dairy- 
men’s premises. 

Only by such inspection can consumers 
be surely protected. No one should be 
permitted to sell milk taken from tuber- 
culous cows or brought from premises 
where there are cases of typhoid fever 
or certain other infectious diseases. But 
the sale of infected milk can be prevented 
only by the sanitary inspection of the 
‘sources of supply. :

SECRETARY MORTON’S REPORT. 

Mr. Morton, the Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture, never talks without saying 
something. His official reports are apt to 
be as readable and suggestive as his un- 
official speeches and interviews. This is 
conspicuously true of his fourth annual 
report, of which a tolerably full abstract 
was printed in yesterday's TiMEs. 

The Secretary points with honest and 
justified pride to the economies he has 
effected in his department without loss 
of efficiency, economies that during his 
term will amount to two millions saved 
from the appropriations and covered 
back into the Treasury. It is an unus- 
ual showing, and Mr. MorTon points out 
that, with the co-operation of Congress, 
he could have done still better. He 
would have saved a great part of the ap- 
propriation for seeds, of which a great 
part is undoubtedly money thrown away. 
It is manifestly absurd that every mem- 
ber of Congress should receive seed 
enough to plant 143 acres. The showing 
made by the Secretary of this wicked 
waste ought to lead to some action by 
Congress that will put an effectual’ stop 
to it, 

But what we find mainly interesting 
and suggestive in the report is the dis- 
cussion of our export trade. Because it 
is interesting and suggestive it does not 
follow that it should be accepted as in- 
fallible. When Mr. MorTon rises to such 
a height of optimistic prediction as to 
foretell a good time coming in which we 
shall “ feed and furnish mankind” with 
the chief products both of agriculture 
and of manufactures, and “ monopolize 
the markets of the globe,” it bec¢omes 
nécessary to remind him that we must 
leave the foreigner something to pay us 
with, and that a foreign trade which is 
all export and no import cannot exist 
at all. But what he has to say about our 
defects as exporting merchants is true 
and timely, and is useful for reproof as 
well as for edification. His complaint 
that the American exporters of food 
products do not sufficiently study the 
foreign demand is absolutely just. 

In respect of cereals, indeed, the sys- 
tems of grading and guaranteeing adopt- 
ed in the principal exchanges leave 
nothing to be desired. A very sharp ob- 
server, no less a person than Ruprarp 
KipPLina, who is familiar with the meth- 
ods of gathering and marketing the In- 
dian wheat crop, expressed his astonish- 
ment when he saw a steamer load of 
wheat transferred to an elevator in Buf- 















at all.” 
true of all our exported cereals. 

But in other products of the farm and 
the dairy the case is very different. Our 
great packers have as good facilities as 
any of their competitors, but they do not 
always make good use of them. Some- 
times this is shown in a deterioration 
of the product itself, which, when 
its consequences are considered, de- 
serves to be called criminal. A _ sig- 
nal instance of this is furnished by 
the article ot cheese. Twenty years 
ago, in consequence of the improved 
methods adopted and the expert cheese- 
makers employed by the factories, we 
made excellent cheese, and began a 
very promising export trade in it. As 
soon as the foreign market was secured, 
unscrupulous cheesemakers began to 
adulterate the product. and to offer 
abroad as American cheese a compound 
of lard and skim milk. The result has 
been that American cheese got a bad 
name in Europe, including American 
cheese which did not deserve it. There 
has ensued what may commercially be 
called a National calamity. Take one 
statistical example. In 1886 we export- 
ed in round numbers 90,000,000 pounds 
of cheese.. In 1896 the export had 
dwindled to 36,000,000. Even if the 
manufacture shou'd be restored to its 
former excellence, it would take years to 
eradicate from the European markets 
the deserved suspicion as to American 
cheese, ; 

This seems to be a case that calls for 
a Government inspection and guarantee 
that will reassure the foreign buyer. 
But, as Mr. MorToN goes on to point 
out, it is not only in matters of pur- 
ity and healthfulness, but in matters 
of taste and habit, that it behooves 
our exporters to consider the foreign 
demand. Why should American bacon 
sell in England for 3 cents a pound 
less than the home-grown and home- 
cured product? Obviously because the 
American exporter does not consult the 
preferences of his foreign customers. It 
is his business to consult them even in 
such details as the packing and labeling 
of his goods. Until he does this, ‘we can- 
not expect to do our fair share of the 
work of “feeding,” to say nothing of 
“ furnishing,” mankind. 








OUR WATER-FRONT POLICY. 

There seems to be much justice in 
the contention of the representatives of 
steamship companies and of other large 
commercial interests that the water-front 
property of the city should be managed 
with reference to the encouragement of 
commerce rather than for the direct profit 
of the municipality. Everything possible 
should be done to afford adequate ‘accom- 
modation for shipping, and the charges 
for such facilities should be as moderate 
as is consistent with maintaining them 
without actual cost to the City Treas- 
ury. If the revenues provide for main- 
tenance, repairs, interest upon the cost 
of construction, and a sinking fund for 
the redemption of the bonds issued for 
the Dock Department alone, that is all 
that should be required. There should 
not be an actual burden upon commerce 
to lighten general taxation. 
’ This port has many advantages of 
which it has not fully availed itself, but 
it has some drawbacks, and it cannot af- 
ford to handicap itself in the competition 
for control of foreign trade. Th¢ fact 
that the Hudson River is unbridged and 
untunneled makes the transfer of freight 
across the river a costly process, but, 
besides that, the railroads allow differen- 
tial rates in favor of rival ports, and the 
appliances for elevating and: storing com- 
modities which constitute the bulk of our 
exports have been so controlled that high 
charges upon traffic have been exacted 
in times past. 


at this port, insufficient dock accommo- 
dations,.and high rentals and wharfage 
rates, are among the causes that have 
tended to build up the export trade of 
Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, and 
Newport News at the expense of New- 
York, and to divert the grain traffic es- 
pecially from its natural channel. Ex- 
port trade implies more or less of return 
cargoes and general foreign and domes- 
tic trade, and while New-York has no oc- 
casion to begrudge any other seaport or 
city its legitimate growth, there is no 
reason why it should forego the benefit 
of its own advantages of situation and 
burden its commerce for the benefit of 
others. § 

It should be the policy of our munici- 
pal authorities in dealing with the water 
front to provide the amplest and best ac- 
commodations for all classes of shipping 
at the lowest practicdble cost for their 
use. The indirect benefit to city revenue 
of a flourishing trade would be worth far 
more than increased revenue from a di- 
rect tax upon commerce.

It is said that Governor-elect BLack is 
“annoyed considerably’ over reports 
sent from Albany and Troy about his in- 
tentions regarding appointments to of- 
fice. These reports are said to be “‘ pure- 
ly speculative,” and Mr. Brack is cred- 
ited by “those who are closest to him” 
with a determination to weigh qualifica- 
tions and make no appointments that do 
not first of all commend themselves to 
his own “‘ sense of judgment and fitness,” 
whatever that may mean. That de- 
pends, after all, on one’s standard, and 
we were inclined to credit the Governor- 
elect with independence and worthy pur- 
poses until he recommended Jacos 
WorTH’s appointment as Clerk of Kings 
County to Gov.

We trust that his an- 
noyance is due to a consciousness of 
better intentions than those imputed to 
him, 








The minority which opposed the ac- 
ceptance of the Chicago platform and 
nominees in the New-Hampshire Demo- 
cratic Convention, on Sept. 2, was a 
small one. In support of Judge HARRY 
BINGHAM’s resolution, which did not at- 
tack either the platform or the nominees, 
but only provided for a “recognition” 
of the “‘ right of every Democrat in New- 
Hampshire to act and vote on the Na- 
tional ticket as his judgment may dic- 
tate, without affecting his standing in 
the party,” there were only 67 votes out 
of a total of 597, and only 91 delegates 
voted for a resolution ‘“‘indorsing the 
high and patriotic Administration of 
GROVER CLEVELAND and his courageous 
efforts to protect the honor of the party 
and the credit of the Union.” We re- 
marked at the time that the protesting 
minority, while weak numerically in the 
convention, included men who had been 
very influential In the Democratic ‘Party 
of the State. It now appears that about 
half of the Democrats in New-Hamp- 
shire. were in sympathy with Judge 
BINGHAM’s little minority of convention 
delegates, for while 42,081 votes were 
cast for the National Democratic ticket 
in 1892, the number of those cast for 
BRYAN and SEWALL this year was only 
21,271. About 38,500 Democrats voted 
for PALMER, McKINLEY won the votes of 
10,000 or 11,000, and several thousand 
“took to the woods.” How did it come 
about that the semtiment of the party 
was so misrepresented in the convention, 
where a division showed 530 delegates 
on one side and only 67 on the other? 
This is a questiow of importance affect- 
ing the organization and management of 
the Democratic Party in New-Hamp- 
shire. . 








That is a very significant dispatch 
from Genoa which sets forth that of re- 
cent departures of emigrants from that 
port 3,000 have gone to Argentina and 
8,000 more are to follow, against 150 to 
the United States. This branch of the 
immigration question, which has per- 
plexed so many of our statesmen, seems 
to be taking care of itself. It is notice- 
able, however, that whereas in this coun- 
try the Italians congregate in cities, ex- 
cept when they are working in gangs 
under contractors, in Argentina induce- 
ments have been offered to them to take 
up land.

Our Republican contemporaries should 
not overlook the fact that the great re- 
vival of industry which is now in prog- 
ress is taking place under the tariff law 
which.was enacced in 1894, The provis- 
ions of that law have not prevented the 
resumption of work in more than 400 
factories, an increase of the number of 
employés in more than 300 other mills, 
and the great enlargement of output 
which is .reported in all parts of the 
country. A few weeks hefore the elec- 
tion our neighbor, The Tribune, pub- 
lished the complaints of certain Repub- 
licans to the effect that the cement man- 
ufacturers in this State were suffering on 
account of the tariff, but now we read 
the following ‘in a dispatch from Kings- 
ton: ‘The large cement mills at Rosen- 
dale and Whiteport are running over- 
time, and the Newark Lime and Cement 
Company’s plant in this city is being 
taxed to its utmost capacity to fill the 
many large orders which have been re- 
ceivéd,’”’ The tariff duty on cement has 
not been changed.

partments of the City Government and 
the fact that the Surrogate and County 
Clerk have charge of very important rec- 
ords also, the plan of the present law 
seems to us preferable to that which 
would provide a building for the sole use 
of the Register’s office.

——The California papers refuse to get 
excited over the transmission of electricity 
from Niagara Falls to Buffalo. They say 
that over two years ago electrical energy 
was thus transferred from Folsom to Sac- 
ramento, a considerably longer distance, 
and that it has been in successful use on 
a large scale ever since. 





—After noting that strawberries will 
Soon be in the market again, The Wheel- 
ing (West. Va.) Register adds, very fool- 
ishly and incorrectly, “ but only the hold- 
ers and manipulators of gold can afford 
to eat them.” This statement is foolish 
because it betrays ill temper and a dis- 
position to argue a question that has been 
definitely settled, while its wide diver- 
gence from truth is so obvious as to be 
really ludicrous. Thanks to the result of 
the election, a silver dollar will ouy just 
as many strawberries as a gold one, in- 
stead of half as many, as would have been 
the case if The Register’s candidate kad 
carried the day. 


—When the Tennessee Centennial and 

International Exposition opens at Nash- 
ville next May, its most striking feature 
will be a development of the Ferris wheel 
idea. The wheel itself will be about the 
size of that which attracted so much at- 
tention at Chicago, and it will be fitted 
in the same way with transverse cars on 
the circumference, but instead of resting 
on fixed towers, it fs to be moved by elec- 
tricity along a circular elevated track. 
The new wheel, therefore, will not ‘only 
revolve on its own axis, but will also have 
a forward motion around the centre of a 
large horizontal circle. Passengers on it 
will face every point of. the compass in 
succession, moving meanwhile in a cy- 
cloidal path, now close to the ground and 
now 200 feet above it. 





—-The Macon (Ga.) Telegraph says that 
Mr. McKINLEy’s first duty as_President will 
be to develop the natural wealth of the 
country by every means within his power. 
“ This,” it says, ‘‘ the people will expect of 
him, as they have relieved him of the dis- 
tractions, both as to money and the tariff, 
which have so sorely tried his predecessors.”’ 
It,would be pleasant to accept this as a 
fair statement of the present condition of 
affairs, but it is impossible to see how the 
new President is to avoid very decided ‘‘ dis- 
tractions’’ of both the sorts mentioned. The 
eg advises Mr. MCKINLEY, by call- 
ng men of the South to his Cabinet, to 
stimulate its energies and quicken its hope, 
and says that ‘‘in no other way can he so 
entirely assure the people of his statesman- 
ship, and in no other way so effectually lay 
the spectre of sgctional animosity with its 
train of evils.” 





—Accerding to reports from. Maryland, 
the genuine Chesapeake Bay terrapin is 
searcer than ever this year, and therefore 
will be more expensive. So fierce has been 
the hunt for these unfortunate reptiles that, 
unless immediate measures for their pro- 
tection are taken, the last specimen of the 
tribe will soon have found his way into 
a stew or a museum. The efforts hitherto 
made to raise them on inclosed tracts of 
marsh have not been very successful, for 
the terrapin has a roving disposition, grows 
slowly, and considerable capital must be 
invested for years before any return can 
be expected. The real diamond-backs now 
bring from $60 to $75 a dozen. The greatest 
demand for them comes between Christmas 
and Lent, but, of course, most of it is met 
by the substitution of closely allied but 
distinctly inferior turtles from rivers fur- 
ther South than the Chesapeake. 





—A case just decided at Portland, Ore., 
tends to support several contentions, al- 
ways made by doctors, but to which the 
average lay mind often has some difficulty 
in acquiéscing. \One of these contentions 
is that the size of a doctor’s fee should 
rise in proportion to the patient’s ability to 
pay, and another is that the patient’s death 
or recovery after an operation does not 
determine whether the operation was a suc- 
cess or a failure. In this instance, Dr. 
ANDREW C. SMITH sued the estate of Mrs. 
CATHERINE B. VERDIER for $1,000. He admit- 
ted that the work he did took but a few 
moments; that he would have done it for 
much less for a poorer patient, and that 
Mrs. VERDIBR died of septic fever a few 
days later. The lawyer for the defense 
made the obvious comments on this state of 
affairs, but the jury took only five minutes 
to decide in favor of Dr. SmitTH’s claim and 
gave him the full amount he demanded.

Ada Rehan as Rosalind and Mansfield 
as Gloster—Crane’s Annual En- 
gagement—“ Two Little 
Vagrants.” 

Some important changes in the theatrical 
programme commanded the-eattention of 
habitual playgoers last night. Miss Rehan 
and her accustomed associates returned to 


the stage of Daly’s Theatre in “As You 


Like It,’’ performances of which will be 
alternated this week with “The Geisha.” 
Richard Mansfield begdn his yearly engage- 
ment in New-York at the Garden Theatre, 


‘geting Richard III. for the first time in 


nearly seven years. At the Fifth Avenue 
Theatre, W. H. Crane began his usual 
‘Winter term, his play being ‘His Wife's 
Father.” 

At the Academy, a drama new to this 
city, “Two Little Vagrants,’ from the 
French of ‘‘Les Deux Gosses,” by Pierre 
Decourcelles, was performed with skill and 
eympathy. 

These were the principal new bills, and, 
while competition in the theatrical field was 
mever more lively, and the opera season is 
well under way, they all drew crowded 
fMouses. Thanksgiving week has become 
the players’ harvest, and it promises this 
year to be quite as interesting as usual, and 
even more profitable. 





A “FIRST NIGHT” AT DALY’S. 





The Regular Season of 1896-7 Begun 
with “As You Like It,” 


“As You Like It" was the play selected 
by Mr. Daly to begin the eighteenth Fall 
and Winter term of Daly’s Theatre last 
night. The performance was enjoyed by a 
large and fashionable audience, and Ada 
Rehan, reappearing after an absence from 
the New-York stage of eight months, was 
received with a cordial demonstration of 
public favor. Her portrayal of Rosalind 
has not changed in any essential attribute 
since she first took up that rdle in 1889, 
though, if it has grown somewhat more 
mature in physical attributes, it has prob- 
ably gained a little also in intellectual 
breadth and emotional force. In conception 
it is the same, and at the present moment 
there is no other portrayal of Rosalind on 
the English-speaking stage to compare with 
it. 

The note of high spirits—an insistence 
upon the gayety of youth and the traditional 
happiness of woodland life in the Spring— 
is characteristic of Mr. Daly’s revival of 
this comedy, in which many students of 
Shakespeare have found a serious under- 
current, and a protest against tyranny and 
{njustice. “As You Like It” is certainly 
a drama of exile, and the sum of its ph.los- 
ophy is that the woods are freer from peril 
than the “envious court,” and that the 
uses of adversity are sweet. But Shake- 
speare is not to be measured with. a yard- 
stick, and doubtless there is abundant 
justification in the text of the play for Mr. 
Daly’s treatment of it. 

Pictorially, his production of “As You 
Like It” is the finest ever seen here. The 
woodland views are full of poetic feeling. 
The pictures of the court are rich in the 
suggestion of pomp and wealth, and fasci- 
nating to the eye. The incidental music—: 
Shakespeare’s lyrics set by the English 
composers who made the ballad form their 
own—is rendered excellently. A poet's 
fancy and an artist’s taste are reflected in 
the scenes of the high-born maidens watch- 
ing the wrestlers, the assembling of the 
forest. court, and the colloquy of Touchstone 
and the pages. 

Time has made many changes in the dis- 
tribution of the réles. That estimable come- 
dian, James Lewis, is no more, and the 
character of Touchstone now falls to Her- 
bert Gresham; Edwin Varrey succeeds 
Fisher and Wheatleigh as Old Adam; the 
new Orlando is Charles Richman, and the 
Celia is Maud Hoffman. George Clarke 
retains the réle of the cynic, Jaques. 

The comedy is to be on view a few nights 
only, and extended discussion of the merits 
of the performance is not called for. Chief 
of the merits is the excellence of the en- 
semble. The perfect harmony of the repre- 
sentation is more noticeable than any great 
‘ndividual excellence, though, of course, 


Miss Rehan’s Rosalind is still peerless. The 
promise of the season thus auspiciously be- 
gun at Daly’s is rich and indicative of much 
rational enjoyment to people who stili re- 
gard the drama as an art. 


The Duke ...0.cccccccssccccceess-LHuwin Stevens 
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MANSFIELD AS RICHARD IIL 





\ Fine Audience Greets the Actor at 
the Garden Theatre. 


Not many persons who saw Richard 
Mansfield’s original, reasonable, and pic- 
turesque embodiment of the Duke of Glos- 
ter at the Garden Theatre last night re- 
membered his almost hopeless struggle 
against adversity in this very rdle seven 
years ago. The actor has grown greatly 
in popular favor as well as in artistic power 
since that costly experiment, but his Rich- 
ard was then cordially recognized by artists, 
writers, and critics as a remarkably subtle 
and human portrayal of a role that had 
generally been neglected by actors of his 
time, or kept for the edification of the 
gallery gods with rant and grimace on Sat- 
urday nights. 

All who saw the production of the play 
recognized its extraordinary pictorial beau- 
ty, the wealth of fancy and historical 
knowledge which had’been lent to the reviv- 
ification of a mediaeval epoch, 

The present production is much less elab- 
orate, scenically, than that of the Winter 
of 1889-90, but it is a good enough setting 
for Mansfield’s acting. Mr. Mansfield has 
made no striking changes in his version of 
the tragedy. He still uses Cibber’s scenario 
—or framework—and some scenes original 
with the great “apologist,” as he thinks 
essential to the sentimerftal interest, such 
as the episode of the Prince# in the Tower, 
which is not Shakespeare’s at all. He re- 
tains also most of the passages Cibber took 
from other plays of Shakespeare, including 
the murder of King Henry VI., but he has 
restored, as far as possible, the text of 
Shakespeare’s “‘ Richard III.,” omitting all 
of Cibber’s famous catch lines. 

The tragedy, or Mansfield, one or the 
other, drew an audience that nearly filled 
the house last evening, and the proceedings 
of the deformed plotter and tyrant from his 
first appearance on the steps of the Tower 
until the remarkably real fight to the death 
with twc-handed swords of Bosworth Field, 
were watched with keen interest. 

The impersonation has gained in clearness 
and in force, and is a piece of acting which 
deserves the heartiest commendation. Its 
few faults are obvious, but since two or 


three of the purely heroic and declamatory 





overweigh them, that they are searcely 
worth taking into consideration. 

After the scene with Anne, which he plays 
with a finer assumption of devilish hypocri- 
sy and adroitness than ever before, hé still 
retards the climax by waiting for the slow 
passage of the funeral procession. There is 
thus an  illusion-destroying wait before 
Gloster’s demoniac soliloquy, and this pas- 
Sage Mansfteld delivers with a restraint of 
gesture and speech that does not fit the 
scene, 

It is strange that the actor who is so 
superbly natural in the great scene with 
Buckingham and the tent scene, (where he 
lies on his couch, not like a mountebank 
in exaggerated contortions, but like a guilty 
man troubled by bad dreams, and delivers 
his waking speech in a hoarse voice, franti- 
cally, like one suddenly eroused from un- 
easy slumber,) should be so “stagy” in 
this excellent bit. 

But elsewhere, he atones for it. The 
Scene with the Princes, the cajolery of the 
citizens in Crosby Hall, the passages with 
Tyrrel, the “‘ My soul’s in arms,” and the 
tent scene all aroused the audience to en- 
thusiasm last night. 

Miss Alice Pierce, whose name is remem- 
bered because Mr. Gerry prohibited her ap- 


pearance in ‘“‘Hannele”’ two years and a 
half ago, played the Prince of Wales with 
charming simplicity and pathos and a sim- 
ulation of the genuine dignity of one born 
to the purple. Gladys Laird was a cumming 
Duke of York. Miss Cameron, Blanche 
Weaver, Mr. Redmund, Mr. Jewett, Mr. 
Andrews, and Mr. Johnson all treated their 
réles with discretion and skill.

“TWO LITTLE VAGRANTS,” 





A Crude Heavy Melodrama, but Al- 
most Sure of a Long Run. 


Probably the French text of the play that 
had its first American presentation at the 
Academy of Music is better than the adap- 
tation of the English version which has 
been made by Mr. Charles Klein; probably 
**Les Deux Gosses” has not had to depend 
entirely on the pathos of a few of its 
scenes, Otherwise it is impossible to under- 
Stand how Decourcelles’s melodrama houid 
have made the phenomenal run it has in 
the French capital. To understand it en- 
tirely, that is. Melodramas of the ranting, 
roaring, bow-wow, and a mother’s love va- 
riety are always more or less of a mystery 
to people who find them all much the same 
and all equally absurd; yet careful inspec- 
tion usually reveals in those that succeed 
not superiority of logic or of diction, but an 
element of simple, real emotion, for the 
sake of which those for whom melodramas 
are written and acted either forgive or 
overlook entirely the stuff and nonsense in 
which that element is embedded. 

But though “Two Little Vagrants”’ is, 
as regards most of its four long and com- 
plicated acts, as crudely and ludicrously 
unlike anything in human life and ex- 
perience as it is possible to imagine, and 
though all of its emotions except one are 
as cheap and artificial as the Bowery ever 
Saw, yet it has the saving feature, and 
while it is not likely to attract audiences 
for years, or even.many- months, yet it is 
going to be a success here, as in London 
and in Paris. A good many of those who 
go to see the play will get restless and 
uncomfortable, while the aristocrats iis 
personages include are talking over their 
troubles, and the comic scenes will make 
@ good many more wonder if life is worth 
living; but these very people will grow at- 
tentive when the two little heroes get into 
the centre of the stage and begin to prove 
what good, brave fellows they are. This 
is the element of reality, and to the ad- 
ventures of these boys the author has de- 
voted all his ingenuity and skill. One of 
them igsa consumptive little fellow; the 
other his protector. At first they are 
among robbers, and then with the awful 
aristocrats, but they are always human, 
always ready to make sacrifices for each 
other, and always reaching 
reaching—the observer’s sympathy. 

It would be a bit unfair to rehearse the 
various incidents in which these children 
take part, for to do so in cold type would 
quite destroy the assertion made above 
that they are human beings. The illusion 
of the stage and the background of beings 
who are-not human at all, but simply lay 
figures who rave and moan, are necessary 
adjuncts to belief-in Fan Fan and Claude. 
Thus surrounded, however, the latter 
touches the spring of tears when, pale little 
creature that he is, he announces his desire 
to be a blacksmith, and the more vigorous 
Fan Fan’s heroic self-abnegation gives one 
an almost painful thrill of admiration. 

The acting last night was much like the 
play—satisfactory, and even more as re- 
gards Fan Fan and Claude, and anywhere 
from fair down to very bad as regards all 
the others. Miss Jessie Busley has cheeks 
decidedly too round for giving highest real- 
ism to the part of a child dying of consump- 
tion, but her supernatural juvenility found 
effective display, and there was not the 
slightest difficulty in believing that the loss 
of a mother’s care and affection would kill 
her. Miss Minnie Dupree, who almost in- 


variably gives a touch of originality and 
more than a touch of \force to the réles 
she assumes, proved again her right to se- 
rious consideration. As Fan Fan she was 
constantly effective. She neither overacted 
nor underacted, but was a boy of the slums 
and highways, saved from degradation by 
his love for his weaker companion, 

Of the others, it is only necessary to say 
that they played dire melodrama in the dire 
melodramatic way. That is what they were 
there for, so it would be the height of in- 
qeevine to criticise them unkindly for doing 
t.

The English Caricaturist and Some of 
His Punch Sketches. 


. Harry Furniss, late of London Punch, 
exhibited his caricatures, which he calls 
“The Humors of Parliament,’ before a 
small audience in Chickering Hall last 
night. His sketches, thrown upon a stere- 
opticon screen, were warmly applauded. 
They hit off and magnified the most ridicu- 
lous features and poses of the statesmen 
of England, and yet presented recognizable 
portraits which were greeted with laughter 
and cheers. 

The caricaturist began by saying that he 
appeared as an artist, and not as a lecturer, 
and his first picture was an umbrella bear- 
ing the inscription, ‘‘ No politics.’ 

Mr. Furniss is an Englishman before he 
is a humorist, and unconsciously in his own 
utterances often illustrated the very essence 
of the ridiculous that he was caricaturing 
in British orators in Parliament. He talks 
in the up and down -sliding tones, regard- 
less of the meaning or importance of words, 
that make English oratory, and even every- 
day English speech, seem so irresistibly 
droll when reproduced on the stage. 

The cartoonist gave as his first humorous 


sketch a _ story in pen-and-ink lines 
of his first experience in the _ report- 
ers’ gallery of Parliament. The burly 


janitor, master of the place, glares at him 
and asks, ‘‘ Who are yer?”’ to which the 
artist replies, ‘‘ Punch,’ and the janitor 
then asks, ‘‘ Wher’s yer ticket?’’ and the 
artist replies, ‘I left it at-tome.’”’ ‘This is 
repeated three times, with the picture rep- 


resenting ‘‘ Punch”’ as getting smaller and 
smaller under the frown of this Polyphemus 
of the press gallery. 

The artist was best in his sketches of 
Harcourt, Balfour, Lecky, Morley, Cham- 
berlain, Salisbury, and adstone in their 
most characteristic attitudes. 

Mr. Furniss is a mimic, as well as a cart- 
caturist, and hit off admirably the peculiari- 
ties in manner and utterance of a half 
dozen of the most prominent Englishmen. 
Mr. Lecky, the famous historian, if half as 
awkward, diffident, and grotesque as the 
caricaturist represented him, must be one 
of the most amusing spectacles of Europe. 


PALMER’S THEATRE AFFAIRS. 








A “To Let” Sign on the Office in 
Thirtieth Street, 


A large sign, with the words “To Let” 
painted in large, letters, was displayed in 
front of A. M, Palmer's private offices, in 
the house 29 West Thirtieth Street, yes- 
terday.

Good as a Visit to Hot Springs. 
A course of treatment at the Lafayette Baths.-- 
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Mme. Melba in Bad Voice, but the 
Performance Excellent, Nevertheless. 


The performance of *“ Romeo et Juliette” 
at the Metropolitan Opera House last night 
attracted. an audience of uncommon size 
and lustre of aspect. Perhaps the recent 
gentle request of the management that 
pretty heads might be uncovered had some- 
thing to do with the appearance of the 
house, but, at any rate, it is quite certain 
that the auditorium never presented a more 
picturesque appearance except on an open- 
ing night. The performance had an atmos- 
phere of gloom cast over it at the ouset by 
the immediate discovery of the audience 
that Mme. Melba’s lovely voice was in a 
most unhappy condition. She was suffering 
from an extremely bad attack of hoarse- 
ness. She had been struggling against it 
all day, but did not discover how bad it 
‘was till she had sung part of the first act. 
The difficulty under which she was laboring 
Was apparent to her hearers as soon as she 
delivered her first phrases. The waltz song 
was naturally sung with veiled tone, and 
hence with very little brilliancy. 

At the close of the first act, Stage 
Manager Parry appeared and made an 
apology for Mme. Melba. But it hardly 
seemed necessary when she reached the 
music of the balcony scene, in which her 
subdued tone was quite in place. Her 
voice cleared considerably as she went on, 
but she was compelled to reserve much of 
its power during the evening. Neverthe- 
less, she sang with great judgment and 
at times with charming effect, while at no 
time did she depart from that pleasing 
semblance of girlishness which is one of the 
principal fascinations of her Juliet. 

Of M. Jean de Reszke’s Romeo much has 
been written, and much more might be. 
But no commentator could hope to find ex- 
pressions of praise which will keep pace 
with its perennial freshness. Last night 
M. de Reszke was in fine voice, and it was 
impossible not to marvel at the wondrous 
perfection of an art which has preserved 
through so many years of arduous service 
the youthful bloom of the singer’s tones. 
The quality of M. de Reszke’s tone is one 
of the most convincing demonstrations of 
the worth of his method of voice-produc- 
tion, As for the grace and noble musical 


intelligence of his phrasing, the general 
elegance of his style and the inspiring 
Warmth of his expression, what can be 
said that has not been stereotyped? The 
man has the soul of an artist and an 
artist’s complete expression of it. He sings 
the Romeo of Gounod and the Tristan, of 
Wagner greatly. There is no greater 
achievement. 

Edouard de Reszke’s glorious bass 
voice was heard as heretofore in the music 
of Friar Laurence. It is not one of the 
noted basso’s best parts, but it cannot re- 
press his eminence. M. de Vries is more 
agreeable as Mercutio than he is in many 
other parts, but it is not difficult to con- 
ceive of a more’ flexible and buoyant per- 
formance of the réle. As Capulet M. Plan- 
con is at all times admirable. His voice 
was in fine condition last night, and the 
audience was quick to appreciate the fact. 
M. Jacques Bars and Mile. Belina were the 
new-comers in the cast. The former gave 
an unusually manly and well-sung inter- 
pretation of the réle of Tybalt, and the lat- 
ter sang prettily the one solo of Stephano. 
The orchestra was not always in the most 
perfect accord with the singers, but under 
the fine and warming guidance of Signor 
Mancinelli there was no serious mishap, 
and the score was generally well performed. 
It was a pity that the chorus frequently 
wandered away from the pitch, but that is 
a way which choruses have had since they 
were invented. To-morrow. evening ‘“‘ Les 
Huguenots ” is to be sung. 





The Brooklyn Arion. 


The Brooklyn Arion gave-a pleasant con- 
cert last night in the Brooklyn Academy. 
The better, or at least the longer, half of 
the programme, the latter, was devoted to 
Wagner’s ‘“‘ Love Feast of the Apostles.” 
Doubtless this would not be repeated now 
but for its author’s name, being a work of 
the early Meyerbeer period, but it is not 
without interest. It was spiritedly sung 
and played, and the choir of children, the 
“ angels’ voices” of the piece, had been 
drilled at least into inoffensiveness of tone 
and accuracy of tune and time. The Arion 
chorus itself deserves much stronger praise. 
It sang, unaccompanied, a vigorous and 
dramatic chorus by its conductor, Mr. 
Claassen, its prize song for 1897, ‘“ Robin 
Adair,” arranged and much elaborated by 
Dudley Buck, and another “ arranged”’ 
popular song by Samans. With the or- 
chestra, besides the Wagner work, it sang 
an interesting novelty, “‘ Harald,’’ richly 


harmonized and scored by Gottfried Grune- 
wald. In ail these things the chorus, of 
about ninety, showed itself of good ma- 
terial, thoroughly trained. In vigor, pre- 
cision, and refinement, and indeed in vol- 
ume, it is very impressive. It was assisted 
by a capital orchestra of fifty, which con- 
tributed selections from Rubinstein’s 
‘*Kamenoi Ostro,’’ two interesting novel- 
ties, a serenade for strings by Lund, and 
a ‘Boyar March” very like Rubinstein’s 
* Royal Tambours” in its effects. It also 
had the assistance of Mr. Maurice Kauf- 
mann, violinist, who gave a pretty perform- 
ance of Vieuxtemps’s ‘“ Fantasia Appas- 
sionata.”’ 


TORE UP THE OLD TERMINAL, 


Public Works Men Forcibly Remove 
Dry Dock Company’s Rails. 


Foreman Blauvelt of the Public Works 
Department apeared with thirty laborers at 
the corner of Park Row and Ann Street last 
night and bégan to take up the old terminal 
tracks of the Dry Dock,- East Broadway 
and Battery Railway Company. These 
tracks have long been a contention between 
the owners of the property where the St. 
Paul Building stands and the railroad com- 
pany. 

When Blauvelt’s men started to work 
Starter Bassett of the railroad company 
interfered, but when shown an order he 
sent for Track Boss Westley of the railroad 
company. The latter tried to get the police 
to interfere, but in vain. 

About seventy feet of the Dry Dock Com- 
pany’s tracks were removed and replaced 
with new Belgian pavement. .The Public 
Works men were not very gentle in taking 
up the track, but chopped off the sleepers 
and broke several castings. 

An inspector for the Dry Dock Company 
stated last night that the charter of the 
company was secured from the State, and 
that the city had no jurisdiction permitting 
them to tear up the tracks.

Good Result of the Work Carried on 
at Washington Heights. 


The First Signal Corps of the National 
Guard made a test last night at Washington 
Heights of a new torch for signaling. The 
test was under the direction of Lieut. 
Lambke, and H. G. Opdeyke represented the 
company who manufactured the torch. 

Thirty members of the corps in citizens’ 
clothes assembled at two points. Station 
‘A, with fifteen men under Sergt. O’Rourke, 
was on Deadhead Hill, just above the Polo 
Grounds, and the others were on Skull 
Knob. Lieut. Lembke was in charge there. 

The new torch is an asbestos ball in a 
wire cage, at the end of a long staff. A 
copper drip cup is just below-the asbestos 
ball. The ball is dipped into a bucket of 
kerosene oil, and is set afire with a little 
bonfire, which is kept burning during the 
operation. As fast as the oil burns out the 
torch is dipped in the oil, so that the 
signaling can go on as long as the kerosene 
lasts. The torch is extinguished with a 
copper ‘“snuffer.” This torch has been 
used for the last three months in the army 
and navy. 

Lieut. Lembke, after the test, pronounced 
the new torch a decided success. The torch 
formerly used was a large copper cylinder 
with an ordinary wick at the end of a 
staff. The cylinder containing the oil could 
only be used for a few minutes at a time 
because it became heated and@ caused the 
oil to explode. The new torch gives out a 
much larger flame, which can be seen 
with the naked eye for seven miles, and 
through a field-glass for twelve miles on 
clear nights, and at a good distance in rain 
or mist. Some cipher signaling, the Meyer 
code being used, was done between the two 
stations.

William T. Gibson, 


The Rev. Dr. William T. Gibson died at 
Utica, N. Y., yesterday. He was in his 
seventy-fifth year.

Afterward he published and 
edited The Church Eclectic, a monthly maga- 
zine. For twenty-five years he was chap- 
lain at the State Hospital in Utica, resign- 
ing his charge but a few weeks ago. In 1865 
he was appointed a member of the Board of 
Missions, which met annually in New-York, 
and he remained in that body until it was 
abolished in 1867. He was elected a member 
of the standing committee- of the diocese 
about 1880, and had served on it since. Dr. 
Gibson was a member of the Board of Trust- 
ees Of the General Theological Seminary of 
New-York from 1870 to 1892, when he re- 
signed in favor of the Rev. Dr. MacKnight 
of Elmira. He was elected to the General 
Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States and attended 
the conventions at Chicago in 1886 and in 


New-York in 1889. In 1885 he served as 
Chairman of a cemmittee of nine appointed 
by the diocesean convention on Prayer 
Book revision, and the report of that com- 
mittee, which was drawn by Dr. -Gibson, 
was laid before the general convention in 
Chicago, in 1886. 

Dr. Gibson is survived by three sons, John 
G,. Gibson, Mayor of Utica; Dr. William M. 
Gibson, and Dr. Walter Gibson, second as- 
sistant at the State Hospital, and also by 
two unmarried daughters, 





William A. Bigelow. 


William A. Bigelow was found dead in 
his bed at the Windsor Hotel yesterday 
morning, death being the result of heart 
disease. He was seventy years old and 
was born in Oswego, N. Y. He came to this 
city when quite young, and for a number of 
years was in the leather business in Duane 
Street.

over thirty. years ago, and for a number of 
years had lived at the Windsor. He was a 
widower. 

Mr. Bigelow called on his sister, Mrs. Hud- 
son Hoagland, at the Sherman Square Ho- 
tel, Sunday evening.

It Is Said that He Will Withdraw and 
Again Look After the Direct 
Business of the In- 
galls System. 


The rumor that W. P. Walker, Jr., rep- 
resentative of the Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Chicago and St. Louis Railway and Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Railroad Companies, is 
about to be withdrawn from the Joint 


Traffic Association through President In- 
@alls, seems to have some foundation. Mr. 
Walker's place in the association will be 
filled by some other official of Mr. Ingalls’s 
system. 

It has been known for some time in rail- 
road circles that the Chesapeake and Ohio 
and the Big Four systems were in close 
competition with the Southern Railroad, 
formerly the Richmond and Danville sys- 
tem; the Louisville. and Nashville, the 
Southern Pacific, and a few other lines in 
the matter of freight for export and import. 

he two first-nmamed roads are in the Joint 
Traffic Association, but the others are not, 
as the association does not take in any 
roads west of the Mississippi River. 

Mr. Walker was formerly manager of the 
export and import business of the Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis Road and 
the Chesapeake and Ohio, and when he left 
this position to represent these systems in 
the Joint Traffic Association it was to suc- 
ceed Oscar G. Murray, who is now First 
Vice President and one of the receivers for 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. Since Mr. 
Walker gave up the direct management of 
the export and import business of the In- 
galls systems, it is understood that their 
business has fallen off to such an extent 
that Mr. Ingalls considers it necessary to 
take immediate steps to recover some of the 
export and import traffic. 

It is for this reason, it is said, that Mr. 
Walker will leave the Joint Traffic Asso- 
ciation. Not because he is less valuable 
there, but because he will be more valuable 
in the direct management of the business 
of the roads he represents. 

The Chesapeake and Ohio depends main- 
ly on its export traffic. This, which for- 
merly centred at New-York and other 
Northeastern ports, is now mainly centred 
at Galveston, New-Orleans, Brunswick, Sa- 
vannah, and Charleston. Galveston and 
New-Orleans, which are terminals for the 


Southern Pacific, do the bulk of the busi- 
ness. 

This matter of the Southern Pacific haul- 
ing freight to and from Western States 
through the Galveston and New-Orleans 
ports has become such a serious one to 
Eastern roads that the Traffic Association 
.now has under advisement. a plan by which 
some of the freight can be handled by East- 
ern lines through Eastern ports. No over- 
tures have as yet been made to the Southern 
Pacific or any other of the Western roads 
interested, but it is understood that the 
Traffic Association is to take some definite 
action at an early date. 

‘At the offices of the Joint Traffic Associa- 
tion, it was said yesterday that nothing had 
een heard there about the withdrawal of 
Mr. Walker. This is not a very busy week 
for the association, and the few members 
who are in this city will meet to-morrow, 
and, after attending to some routine busi- 
ness, will adjourn until Monday—over 
Thanksgiving. 


OREGON IMPROVEMENT COMPANY. 


The Claims Forth by the Reor- 
gndization Committees. 


The Ro committee and the Water- 
bury committee, whose object is the re- 
organization of the Oregon Improvement 
Company, differ as to methods. The former, 
which consists of R. G. Rolston, H. Amy; 
and Henry K. McHarg, in a circular issued 
yesterday, declares that it can get along 
with $500,000 less assessment on the con- 
solidated bonds, preferred and common 
stock of the company, than is contemplated 
in the Waterbury plan. 

The Rolston committee declares that, by 
4ts method, the first mortgage bonds will 
mot suffer. The execution of the second 
mortgage bonds, it says, is an act of justice 
to the holders of consolidated bonds -and 
common stock, in that it provides them with 
security for the money which they advanced 
largely in the improvement of the security 
of the first mortgage lien. Such a second 
mortgage, the circular states, issued for 
value at the face of the bonds, and such 
value placed in betterments upon the prop- 
erty, greatly benefits the condition of the 
first mortgage bonds, as it brings to the 
support of the first mortgage a new and 
sustaining element. . 

The company, it is declared, is in default 
4n the payment of its sinking fund, which 
4s largely the cause of its present embar- 
rassment, and is also in default in the in- 
terest on its consolidated bonds. 

The reply of the Waterbury committee is 
that the Rolston plan provides less money 
for the rehabilitation of the property, and 
at the same time contemplates larger fixed 
charges. 

“Under the Waterbury committee’s plan,” 
gays that committee, ‘‘ there is no second 
mortgage. A second mortgage, the interest 
charge on which may not be earned, is ob- 
viously a disadvantage to the first mort- 
gage bondholders, as by it the solvency of 
the company is threatened, a bad thing for 
all security holders. 

“This situation is particularly interesting 
to the first mortgage bondholders. The 
principal of those bonds is now due and 
the mortgage securing them is being fore- 
closed. As 75 per cent. of the first mortgage 
bonds have already been deposited with the 
Waterbury committee, it is apparent that 
the opposition committee must be prepared 


to pay off at par and accrued interest at 
least three-fourths of the whole first mort- 
age issue, since the Waterbury committee 
s able to force the collection of the whole 
amount due thereon. On the other hand, 
the Waterbury ‘committee need only pro- 
vide. for less than one-fourth of the issue. 
This is perhaps the reason why those first 
mortgage bondholders who have deposited 
with the Waterbury committee are invited 
by the opposition committee to deposit their 
trust company certificates with the Farm- 
ers’ Loan and Trust Company.”

RAILWAY EXTENSION PLANS, 


The Lackawanna Receives a Proposi- 
tion from Paterson, N. J. 
President Samuel Sloan of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad re- 
ceived a communication from the Board of 
Trade of Paterson, N. J., some days ago, 
asking if a permanent arrangement could 
not be made for an extension of the Lack- 
awanna Road into that town... Many of 
the public-spirited residents of Paterson are 
willing to co-operate in effecting such an 
arrangement with the railroad company. 
President Sloan laid the matter before the 
Board of Directors, and it is now under 

consideration, 

The Lehigh Valley’s new ten-mile branch 
from the town of Depew to Tonawanda at 
the western end of this State has been 
opened for traffic. It is called the Depew 
and Tonawanda Railroad, and it was built 
under the direction of C. E. Webster, chief 
engineer of the Lehigh Valley Road. The 
terminus of -this line in Tonawanda con- 
nects with the Lehigh Valley tracks at 
that point, and the trains run to the North 
Tonawanda station of the New-York Cen- 
tral Road. 

Rapid progress is making in ‘the exten- 
sion of the Montreal and Ottawa division 
of the Canadian Pacifie Railroad. This proj- 


ect has been under way for a long time, 
and it has met with many obstacles. From 
present appearances the work will be en- 
tirely completed some time -next year. 
About twenty-eight miles of new road is 
being: constructed beyond the Canadian Pa- 
cific’s present Eastern terminus. 





ITS PLAN OF REORGANIZATION. 


Details Complete for the Oregon Rail- 
road and Navigation Company. 


The reorganization of the Oregon Railway 
and Navigation Company as the Oregon 
Raflroad and Navigation Company has been 
completed, and the committee has an- 
nounced the delivery of the new securities. 

Under the plan of reorganization the 
company is authorized to issue $24,500,000 
4 per cent. consolidated mortgage gold 
bonds, due 1946; $11,000,000 4 per cent. pre- 
ferred stock, and $24,000,000 common stock. 

Of the 4 per cent, consolidated bonds, there 
will be issued $15,174,000 for holders of con- 
solidated bonds and collateral trust bonds 
of the old company. Of the remainder, 
$5,390,000 will be retained for the retirement 
of the outstanding $4,390,000 of 5 per cent. 
first mortgage bonds of the Oregon Railway 
and Navigation Company, $1,106,000 for bet- 
terments and terminals at the rate of not 
more than’ $250,000 per annum, and $2,830,- 
000 for new construction at the rate of 
$20,000 per mile. The fixed charges of the 
new company will be about $925,000. 

The $11,000,000 of preferred stock, with 
the exception of a small amount remaining 
in the hands of the new company, will be 
issued to holders of consolidated bonds and 
of collateral trust bonds of the old com- 
pany and to stockholders of the old com- 
pany who have paid the assessment, which 
stockholders will also receive new common 
stock, dollar for dollar, for their holdings. 
Both the preferred and common stock are 
put in trust under a voting trust agreement, 


and the Central Trust Company’s certifi- 
cates are issued therefor. 


The Santa Fe Receivership. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Nov, 23.—In the United 
States Court here this morning, the depo- 
sitions of A. W. Oliver, Ira Welch, W. A. 
Thomas, and Francis C. Flannagan of St. 
Louis were filed by the Santa Fé attorneys, 
to substantiate their charge that the re- 
eent receivership was brought about for 
stock jobbing purposes. : 

Judge Foster decided to hear first the 
motion to remand the case to the District 
Court of Jefferson County. Judge Henry 
Keeler said civil cases alone could be re- 


moved, and this case was of a criminal 
character. The suit was brought, he as- 
serted, by authority of the State, and under 
a statute which imposed a penalty in e 
name of the State.

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HE ADDRESSES THE SONS OF THE 
REVOLUTION. 


‘A Speech in Which the History of 
Vermont Was Reviewed and 
the Periods of the Na- 
tion Described. 


MONTPELIER, Vt., Nov. 23.—The anni- 
versary exercises of the Vermont Society 
Sons of the Revolution, were held in Har- 
gnony Hall this afternoon, commencing at 4 
o’clock, the chief feature being an oration 


by Chauncey M. Depew .of New-York, 
President of the Empire State Society Sons 
cf the Revwolution. 

At 3:30 P. M. members of the Sons and 
Daughters of the Revolution met in the re- 
ception hall at the State House, and after- 
ward, with State officers, legislators, &c., 
‘marched to the armory, preceded by a band. 
The line was headed by Gen. 8. 8. Peck of 
Burlington, T. C. Pinney, Major O. D. 
Clarke of Montpelier, Major J. H. Mimms of 
St. Albans, Capt. A. G. Eaton of Montpelier, 
and comprised, besides the band, the Recep- 
tion Committee, State officers, Judges of the 
Supreme Court, ex-Governors, color bearers, 
and members of the Sons and Daughters of 
the Revolution. Arrangements were made 
for a large audience at the armory, where 
fully 3,000 people assembled, including dele- 
gations from Burlington, Rutland, St. Al- 
bans, and other places. 

In the hall, which was divided into sec- 
tions, the guests were seated by a detail of 
twenty-four members of the Vermont Na- 
tional Guard, who acted as ushers. The 
exercises opened with prayer, after which 
ex-Gov. Dillingham, in a felicitous address, 
referred in fitting manner to the society 
and what it represented. He introduced 
Mr. Depew, who spoke for about an hour, 
holding the close attention of the audience, 
with whom he placed himself en rapport at 
the very beginning. 

Mr. Depew reviewed the history of the 
State of Vermont, and in the course of his 
remarks said: 

“The hundred and seven years since 
‘Washington was inaugurated may be div:ded 
into three periods. We are now entering 
upon the fourth. The first period was oné 
of construction and hero worship. Wash- 
ington in his farewell address left a legacy 
for the guidance and instruction of his 
country. Its first duty was to create a sys- 
tem by which the revenues of the Govern- 
ment should always’ be equal to its ex- 
penses. Its next duty was to establish a 
aystem of weights and measures and a 
standard of value in harmony with the com- 
gnercial nations of the world. 

**The second period began with the nulli- 
fication of the Federal revenue laws by 
South Carolina. It was a rude awakening 
to the possibility of the dissolution of the 
Union. It was a shock to the sentiment of 
American nationality. The hero worship of 
the time gave tremendous authority to liv- 
ing leaders who possessed the people’s love. 
This period, which had forgotten the Revo- 
lution, which had become sordid and sur- 
rendered everything to profit, in its rude 
awakening sacrificed millions of lives and 
billions of treasure to maintain the Union 
upon the foundations where the Revolu- 
tionary fathers had placed it. 

‘We then entered upon a third period. It 
was the period of reconstruction, of inven- 
tiom,-and of extraordinary accuraulation of 
Wational and individual wealth. By leaps 
and bounds, the Nation advanced along the 
path of progress. Inventive genius stimu- 
lated prosperity, and prosperity stimulated 
inventive genius. Enormous fortunes were 
amassed by far-sighted and daring men, see- 
ing the opportunities in new conditions and 
the development of new territories. One 
improvement succeeded another so rapidly 
that whole populations had to learn new 
trades, and invested capital became worth- 
less in a day. It is estimated that within 
this period 40 per cent. of the world’s labor 
was thrown out of employment to seek 
other occupation, anu 60 per cent. of the 
‘world’s capital was rendered valueless. This 
fwas made up, however, a thousandfold by 
the tremendous energies of new motors 
and new machinery. Notwithstanding the 
fact that in the fierce struggle for wealth 
thousands became bankrupt or insane, not- 
withstanding the fact that the few who be- 
came master spirits in commerce, as. lead- 
ers become master spirits in war and in 
statesmanship, accumulated vast fortunes, 
yet in the general uplifting, the people— 
the whole people—were better educated, bet- 
ter housed, better clothed, better fed, had 
tewer hours for labor, and had larger wages 
than ever in the history of the world. 

* Gentlemen, let us study Ticonderoga, 
Crown Point, and Bennington; let us study 
the lives and teachings of the accomplished 
patriots, Washington, Hamilton, the Ad- 
amses, Jay, Jefferson, and Madison on the 
one side, and those rough-and-ready sons 
of freedom, Ethan Allen and Gen. Stark 
and Seth Warner en the other. Let us 
learn and teach the principles upon which 
our Government has grown to its great and 
beneficent proportions; let us. enforce the 
lesson that American liberty is the pres- 
ervation of American opportunity for every 
man to rise above the condition in which 
he was’ born, and to receive the full fruit 
in honors from his fellow-citizens and in 
protection from his country of the results 
which have come to him by his talents, his 
industry, his wisdom, his prudence, his 
thrift, and his good citizenship.’’ 

Mr. Depew’'s oratorical ability made a 
decided impression, his remarks being re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm, espécially 
by the members of the organizations. At 
the conclusion of his address, Miss Mary 
Phinney of Montpelier sang a solo. -A re- 
ception was givem Mr. Depew after the ex- 
prcises, when many prominent Vermonters 
‘greeted him. 





UNIFORMED HOSPITAL STAFFS. 


Commissioners See Representatives of 
2,000 City Employes. 


The officers and attachés of the Metropoli- 
tan Hospital staffs, nearly 2,000 in number, 
put on new Winter uniforms yesterday. 
Delegates from the Bellevue, Gouverneur, 
Harlem, and Fordham Hospitals, all of 
which are under the command’of Superin- 
tendent Thomas F. Murphy of Bellevue 
Hospital, and from the Blackwell’s Island 
Almghouse and General Storehouse made 
their appearancé before Commissioners 
Faure and Croft at the central office of the 
Department of Public Charities at 2 o’clock 
for a review and approval of the new gar- 
ments. 

The Commissioners spoke of the neat ap- 
pearance presented by the thirty men who 
reprsented the different grades of office. 

At the city hospitals, under Superintend- 
ent Murphy, there are five grades of em- 
ployes, and each has a different style of 
uniform. The Superintendent and Deputy 


Superintendent look like police Sergeants, 
as their coats are in the double-breasted 
Prince Albert style, and of a heavy “dark 
blue cloth. 

The department furnishes the caps for all 
grades, but the suits are paid for by the 
employes at prices ranging from $7, which 
is the cost for the lowesi-grade employes, 
and is a brown corduroy suit, to $20. All of 
the dark blue suits and caps are trimmed 
with red silk braid and ernamented with 
brass and silver buttons. 





Not Concerned in Arbuckle Case.

The body of Mr. Arbuckle was 
removed from this city on the way to Den- 
yer last evening. 


Man Carried Down a Ladder and Two 


Babies Taken Down Stairs. 


Two firemen put their lives in peril yester- 
day to save two children and a man from 
death in burning buildings. 

The fire that endangered the children’s 
lives was in the kitchen ‘on the third floor 
of the tenement house 225 Hast Twenty- 
fifth Street, only a few doors from the quar- 
ters of Engine Company No. 16, to which a 
still alarm was given. Fireman William F. 
Bennett dashed in through the smoke and 
to a bedroom and found on the bed one 
child of Charles Anderson, and under the 
bed another. One was three’years old, the 
other fourteen months. Bennett had a hard 
struggle to get out of the burning flat. The 
fire -wag caused by the bursting of a lamp 
that had been left on a shelf above a 
stove’ by Mrs. Anderson, who had gone to 
market. . } 

Fireman Martin Coleman went, at 3 
o’clock A. M., with his company, Hook and 
Ladder Truck No. 3, to a fire in the three- 
story brick building 134 Third Avenue, oc- 
cupied as a restaurant by Augustus Buchi- 
gnani, who was asleep on the third floor. 
The shouts in the street awoke the restau- 
rant keeper. He opened a window and 
started to climb out. 

“Wait!” shrieked somebody just as 
Buchignani seemed about to jump. A lad- 


der was run up and Coleman mounted it. 
He took the restaurant keeper on his shoul- 
ders and carried him down the thirty-five- 
foot ladder. 

John D.~Degiovanni, manager of the 
restaurant, escaped from the second floor 
by groping his way to the head of the stairs 
and half jumping and half falling to the 
street door. The damage done by the fire 
amounts to about $1,000. 





BIG CATCH OF MACKEREL. 


News from Boston to Cheer the Lov- 
ers of the Fish. 


A dispatch from Boston states that the 
biggest catch of mackerel for years has been 
made this season, as nearly all the vessels 
engaged in that industry have returned to 
port with very. large cargoes. The New- 
England catch for the season is 69,242 bar- 
rels, and the largest haul of the season 
made by. any single vessel was valued at 
$32,000. The best individual record, says 
the dispatch, was made in 1882, when one 
vessel brought in mackerel valued at $34,000. 
Notwithstanding the large catches, prices 
of desirable lots have advanced. 

Ex-Fish Commissioner Eugene G. Black- 
ford smiled when he read the dispatch, and 
said that the Boston people were mistaken 
in saying that this season’s catch was the 
largest in years. ‘“‘The lowest catch of 
mackerel that we had was in 1889 and 
1890, when only 10,000 barrels were got in 
the waters of the New-England States, and 
the largest catch was in 1885 and 1886, when 
220,000 barrels of the three different grades 
were secured. About fifteen years ago un- 
usually large numbers of mackerel appeared 
off the neighboring coast, and the entire 


fishing fleet, consisting of sixty-odd vessels, 
started out and caught them off Cape Dela- 
ware. Every vessel secured a full load, and 
when they got here the slip off Fulton 
Street became jammed with vessels. Some 
had to anchor in the river, and others went 
to Brooklyn. The market was glutted with 
mackerel, and they were sold to peddlers as 
low. as 50 cents a wagonload. here was 
only time enough to sell one-half of the 
quantity brought. The rest spoiled and had

MUST REPAIR THE SEWER. 


Jersey City Ordered to Stop a Nui- 
sance of Long St@nding. 


Vice Chancellor Pitney, at Jersey City 
yesterday, handed down a-decision ordering 
Jersey City to repair the joint Jersey City 
and Hoboken, known as the Ravine Road, 
sewer. This sewer broke many years ago, 
and the refuse since has been emptied upon 
the meadows. The Legislature finally took 
up the matter and set a commission to 
work, and the commission drew up a plan 
for repairs which called for the expenditure 
of $78,000. 

A dispute between the two cities over the 
payment compelled the State Board of 
Health to take the matter before Chancellor 
McGill. Vice Chancellor Pitney, to whom 
it was referred, gave Jersey City eight 


months in which to make necessary repairs. 

Mayor Wanser said last night that he had 
no authority to issue bonds to meet this 
case, and that taxes will not be available 
in time. The ef therefore, will ask the 
New-Jersey Legislature this Winter to give 
aw for the issuance of the necessary 

is. 





LEGAL NOTES. 


The corporations which are sow seeking 
ffanchises from the city involving the tear- 
ing up of the streets do not seem to join 
in the general supposition that the Board 
of Aldermen has been shorn of ‘the powers 
it formerly possessed in that regard. The 
outcome of the present controversy between 
three gas heating and fuel companies as 
to which, if either, will receive favorable 
consideration from the Common Council, 
thus far upholds the view that such power 
does not exist. In the suit by Henry C. 
Wilcox as taxpayer, in which it is sought 
to restrain the giving of such a franchise 
to the Consumers’ Fuel, Gas, Heating, and 
‘Power Company, because two other com- 
panies have subsequently offered much 
higher compensation to the municipality, 
Justice Smyth yesterday, in refusi to 
grant a prelimimary injunction, expressed 
very great doubt whether the Aldermen 
could grant such a franchise, though his 
main ground was that plaintiff had failed 
to show that the ‘board was about to act 
fayorably or frazdulently, or in violation 
of law in. the mutter. He cannot assume, 
Justice Smyth’snid, in the absence of con- 
clusive proof to the contrary, that it will 
act otherwise t'nan in conformity with the 
requirements o/. law.

Justice Bee¥:man, in the Supreme Court, 
yesterday sustained the demurrer interposed 
by the St. Luke’s Hospital in the suit that 
has been bi-ought against it by. Frederick 
Berenbrvic): to recover $50,000. The Court 
holds that when the complaint states that 
the hospi.al cannot give a clear title to 
the larais at Fifth Avenue, Fifty-fourth and 
Fifty-afth Streets, it states only 4 conclu- 
sion, amd that there should be facts stated 
to bear out this conclusion. He gives leave 


to the plaintiff to amend his defective com- 


plaimt and bring another action. In 1893, 
when the property of the hospital was put 
up for sale, Lewis S. Samuel obtained an 
option on it, paying $100,000 earnest money. 
He found out that in an old deed the prop- 
erty could only be used for hospital and 
chapel purposes, and the deal was not car- 
ried out, he Gaiming that the hospital 
could not give a clear title. The hospital 
people, however, refused to give back the 
$160,000 earnest money that had beer paid. 
Last year the hospital people had a bill in- 
troduced into the Legislature in which the 
restrictions of,.the old deed were removed, 
and rd property has since been sold. The 
plaintiff, Berenbroick, has an assigned claim 
for one-half of the deposit money, is 
oy therefore to get ,000 of it returned 
to .

BEGUN IN THE OLD BAILEY, LON-

Ear] Russell’s Counsel Makes the Open- 
ing Address—He Says Lady Tina’s 
Charges Were Untrue and 
Made for Blackmail. 


LONDON, Nov. 23.—The trial of Lady 
Tina Scott, mother of Countess Russell, 
and the other defendants, Cockerton, Kast, 
and Aylott, upon a charge of criminally 
libeling, Earl Russell, Lady Scott’s son-in- 
law, began in the Central Criminal Court, 


Old Bailey, this morning. The courtroom 
Was crowded, most of the spectators being 
persons well known in fashionable circles. 

Sir Frank Lockwood, Q. C., for the prose- 
cution, stated.that Kast and Aylott were 
cabin boys on board Parl Russell’s yacht 
in 1888, and that Cockerton was the en- 
gineer of the vessel. Since that time, he 
sald, the Earl had never seen any of 
them. Counsel then referred to the Barl’s 
unhappy marriage, and the disgusting 
charges which had been brought against 
him by Countess Russell, at the instiga- 
tion of her mother, Lady Scott, upon the 
reported statements_of the other defend- 
ants, Kast, Aylott, and Cockerton. 

Sir F. Lockwood, continuing, called at- 
tention to the action at law which Countess 
Russell had brought against her husband, 
Earl Russell, more than a year ago, for 
the purpose, as alleged, of obtaining a resti- 
tution of her conjugal rights.

Con- 
tinuing his remarks, counsel declared that 
no woman could be so base as to degire 
her daughter to resume living with her 
husband if she believed that the charges 
of immorality and cruelty which Countess 
Russell had brought against the Barl, and 
which had not been supported wy the evi- 
dence in the Countess’s original suit for 
judicial separation, were true. 

He then read statements made by the 
prisoner Kast, alleging improper conduct 
by Lord Russell on board his yacht 
on the night of ‘June 19, 1888. Barl 
Russell, he said, would prove that on 
the night in question he had slept in Win- 
chester, and did not go on board his yacht 
until June 20. Proof of Lady Scott’s animus 
and tendency toward blackmail, he said, 
was shown-in the fact that circuluars con- 
taining the terrible charges against Earl 
Russell were sent to the masters of the 
schools in which Lord Russell was edu- 
cated. Counsel gave as another instance of 
the falsity of the charges, the fact that 
when Earl Russell took measures to bring 
Kast and Cockerton to justice they were 
examined privately as to the time and place 
of the acts alleged, and they were obliged 
to withdraw their accusations. Sir Frank 
Lockwood concluded by saying that the 
whole affair was a horrible conspiracy in- 
stigated by a wicked woman’s wit. 

At this point in the proceedings Lady 
Scott was permitted to leave the dock upon 
the understanding that she should not be 


permitted to communicate with any of the

r FP. ckw , resuming his argumen 
said that Lady Scott first came into mea 
munication with Cockerton, Kast, and Ay- 
lott in November, 1895, when blackmailing 
designs were arranged with Countess Rus- 
sell. Then, he said, Kast’s brother wrote 
to the Earl, saying that an agent of Lady 
Seott was searching for his Teotier, who 
was in the army in India, with a view of 
getting hjs assistance in making charges 
against his Lordship. Earl Russell immedi-

It was eventually ascertained that Lady 
Scott’s agent bought Kast out of the army 
in India and supplied* him wit“ money. 
While in Bombay, Kast wrote to a private 
in his old regiment saying that he was 
staying at the best hotel in Bombay, with 
7 rupees a day and everything found ex- 
cept strong drinks. In fact, he was ‘“ do- 
ing the heavy’’ at no expense to himself. 
It would be proved, Sir F. Lockwood said 
that Lady ott’s detective, Smith, had 
Ee Kast with money.

The Prince and Princess of Wales 
at the Duke of Marlborough’s. 


LONDON, Nov. 23.—The Prince and Prin-

Maud. The town of Woodstock was beau- 
tifully decorated with flags, banners, 
triumphal arches, &c., in their honor, and 
the Grand Avenue in Blenheim Park was 
lighted by electricity. The programme for 
the entertainment of the royal guests is a 
brilliant one. The Prince and Princess of 
Wales and the other guests will remain a 
week, during which time there will be a 
succession of fétes, torchlight processions, 
&c. In addition to this, the Prince will 
make shooting excursions into the Blen- 
heim game preserves daily. 

Owing to the recent death in New-York 
of Mrs. W. H. Vanderbilt, grandmother of 
the Duchess of Marlborough, the annual 
county ball will be abandoned, but public 
celebrations will continue throughout the 
week, including a grand reception given 
by the Duchess of Marlborough on Friday, 
at which most of the leading aristocrats 
will assemble. 

The Prince of Wales’s special train, with 
the royal visitors, arrived at Woodstock at

THE STRIKE IN HAMBURG. 


London Dock Laborers Asked to Aid 
Their German Brethren, 


LONDON, Nov.. 23.—The Executive Com- 
mittee of the London Dock Laborers’ Union 
has received a dispatch from the leaders of 
the strikers at Hamburg, asking them to 
do all in their power to prevent steamers 
from Hamburg seeking coal from procuring 
it. ; 

The coal heavers at Hamburg yesterday 
decided to join the striking dock laborers, 
and this action, it is believed, will compel 
steamers accustomed to coal at Hamburg to 
seek their fuel elsewhere. Should the Lon- 
don men refuse to coal steamers putting 
into the Thames to fill their bunkers, their 
action would, it is thought, tend to greatly 
strengthen the cause of the Hamburg strik- 
ers. 


There is some fear among steamship peo- 
ple that the strike of dock laborers in Ham- 
burg may extend to the large ports of the 
United States. It was said yesterday at the 
offices of the Hamburg-American Line and 
Funch, Edye & Co., who operate ex- 
tensive services between this port and the 
strike district of Gérmany, that while there 
were no present indications of the strike 
being exfended to this side of the water, it 


was not improbable. James McHugh, dele- 
gate of the Liverpool dock laborers in this 
country, has been at work along the Atlan- 
tic coast and in the great lake cities dur‘ng 
the past three months advocating the forma- 
tion of a universal league of dock laborers 
and allied marine trades. Messrs. Woods 
and Mallison, British delegates to the 
Trades Conference, to be held shortly in 
Cincinnati, are now on their way to this 
country. .

GATHERED ABOUT TOWN. 





Capt. Richard Luce, agent of the Sailors’ 
Snug Harbor on Staten Island, and for six- 
teen or seventeen years a whaler and com- 
mander of a whaling vessel in the days 
when the young men of New-Bedford must 
make a record in that business before they 
could win a sweetheart, has read the res- 
urrected story of the modern Jonah. The 
Jonah was James Bartley, whose story was 
reprinted in THE NEwW-YoORK TIMEs on Sun- 
day, and who in 1891 is said to have been 
swallowed by a whale and, after a num- 
ber of hours spent in this strange prison, 
to have been rescued aliva Capt. Luce 
laughed when he read the story. In fact, 
he laughed whenever he spoke of it. The 
men on board the whalers used to talk of 
the possibility of a man being swallowed 
by a whale, and they always came to the 
conclusion that it could not be and they 
never knew of its being done. “I should 
say it was a very good fish story,’”’ said 
Capt. Luce, with a hearty laugh. ‘I never 
considered it possible for a whale to swal- 
low a man, but a lecturer who has spoken 
upon the subject of whales has dissected 
one of the sperm variety, and from meas- 
urements taken concluded that there was 


sufficient space in the whale’s throat to 
allow the passage.of a man’s shoulders— 
the widest part of his body. About the 
black whale, we cannot tell. That has an 
entirely different conformation of the head. 
In this story they took the stomach of the 
whale upon the deck. That is something 
new in my experience. When I was a 
whaler the stomach was left. The least 
time it would take to get a man from the 
whale’s stomach would be five or six hours. 
It might be much longer. I should very 
much doubt that if he once got in he would 
come out alive.’”’ Sunday-school teachers 
who teach Bible stories from a scientific 
standpoint tell their pupils that in the 
story of Jonah the word which was trans- 
lated ‘‘whale’’ was in the original ‘a 
large fish.” They further explain that 
while the throat of a whale is small, the 
throats of some varieties of sharks, are 
large enough to take in.a maa easily. ‘A 
whale, you kKnow;’* says Capt. Luce, ‘is 
not a fish at all. at is a warm-blooded 
animal,.”’

There is a restaurant on Grand Street 
that a number of years ago was frequently 
patronized by up-town people, who went 
there for the superior French coffee always 
to be found. The coffee is the same now, 
but the up-town people do not drink it, and 
the people of the neighborhood are found 
there afternoons and evenings in family 
groups or couples.

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HIGH SCHOOLS NEEDED NOW 











WOULD RELIEVE OVERCROWD- 
ING, MR. HUBBELL SAYS. 


Five Thousand Children Couid Be 
Premoted in February, He 
Thinks—Unfinished 
Buildings. 

Commissioner Charles’ Bulkley Hubbell of 
the Board of Education, in talking to a re- 
porter for Tnz NEw-YorkK Times yesterday 
in regard to the overcrowded schools, the 
proposed high schools, and the prospects 
for the speedy completion of new school 

buildings, said: 

*I notice in the papers the statement 
‘that there should be no provision for high 
schools or schools of higher education 
until the lower school facilities are ade- 
quate. The fact is, that the inadequate 
facilities of the lower schools is the prin- 
cipal reason that justifies the proposed new 
high schoois. The high school will itself 
relieve the congestion in a great measure. 

‘*Heretofore there has been a congestion 
in our grammar schools’ for six months 
every year. We find several thousand chil- 
dren kept back from February, the term of 
promotion, to the end of the school year. 
Having no place to go, they are forced to 
remain in the grammar schools and go over 
in review with the new pupils all they 
Studied during their ‘ Fall term.’ 


“The establishment of high schools will 


take pupils out of those schools and send 
them up. Let me illustrate this by some 
figures: Last year from the first grade of 
the male grammar schools 1,872 pupils went 
out, _ Of these 1,355 were graduated—that 
is, they finished the course. In the female 
department 2,493 went out and 1,680 were 
graduated. These figures relate to the col- 
legiate preparatory class. 

*In the non-collegiate class of the first 
grade there were 865 males and 289 females 
carried over the six months who would 
have been promoted if we had had the high 
schools. 


February High Sciools. 


“It is estimated that if our high schools 
should be established in February, as at one 
time we hoped, there would be nearly 5,000 
children ready. for the high school at that 
time. These pupils, of course, will have to 
be accommodated. With this state of af- 
fairs it is not fair to force a pupil living up 
town to go to school, for instance, in the 
lower west side, where the schools are, 
comparatively speaking, slightly attended. 

“The absence of these high schools is the 
most conspicuous element in the want of 
Symmetry in our. public-school system. 
Their use will aid other departments than 
the lower schools. The high schools will re- 
lieve the tremendous pressure upon the 
Normal College and the University of the 
City of New-York. In the Normal College 
400 more young women were accommodated 
for whom there was really no room. The 
calisthenium was curtained off to provide 
them with places. 

<The Board of Regents has provided that 
in order to receive the degree of B, A., after 
a certain time, it will be necessary for the 
student to have spent four years in a high 
school. 

“Phe proposed high schools are not to be 
necessarily college preparatory ‘schools. 
They are intended.to provide a good sec- 
ondary course for students which will fit 
them for college, or, on the other hand, give 
them an education fully up to the require- 
ments of ordinary life. There are hundreds 

_ of children in this city who would take such 
@ course who will not take a college course. 
Their parents cannot spare them long 
enough for a collegiate education, yet they 
jwill permit them to take this. 

“‘ New-York is far behind the other cities 
of the first classjin the United States in re- 
gard to hitth. schools. Chicago, with less 
school population, has thirteen high schools, 
and Boston, with! still fewer children, has 
nine. 

*‘It is the purpose of the Board of Educa- 
tion that the temporary school buildings to 
be used as high schools shall be models of 
the schools to be afterward used. It is our 
intention to get the best Principals and in- 
structors obtainable for the purpose. 


Won’t Use Grammar School Funds; 


“I am- of the opinion that it will not be 
‘the ‘policy of the board to invade the fund 
available for building grammar and primary 
@chools in building the new high schools. 
An application will be made to the Legisla- 
‘ture for power to issue bonds for the 


purchase of sites and the building and 
equipment of high schools. - 

“If eight high schools were available to- 
day, with a seating capacity of from 1,200 
to 1,500 pupils each, the effect would be, 
when supplemented by the completion of the 
schools now in course of construction, to re- 
lieve the present overcrowding. That, of 
course, will not settle the difficulty perma- 
nently. More schoolhouses will have to be 
‘built as the increase of school population 
demands them. 

“The deplorable condition of affairs with 
reference to talk of accommodation is 
traceable to two causes. The first is the 
mistaken school policy that obtained ten 
years ago in economizing in providing 
school buildings necessary at that time. 
The second cause is the migration from 
the lower to the upper part of the city. 
This leaves some of the school buildings 
one-half occupied, and cre@tes a demand 
upon the facilities of the upper part of the 
city beyond their capacity. 

“The delays incident to the completion 
of school buildings may be explained by 
the fact that until recently skeleton con- 
struction was not possible. Then, again, 
by reason of delay in payment, many of 
the best builders in the city would not 
bid; for contracts. 

“During previous years, under the 
Trustee system, it has sometimes huppened 
that an unwelcome builder has been so 
much embarrassed in his work as to be 
driven out of the field of competition. I 
confidently believe that relief for all this 
is in sight. The near future, I ain sure, 
will bring about such a change as_ will 
erable the Board of Education to buiid as 
quickly as safety will juscify. 


Mr. Snyder’s Fitness. 


“Our Superintendent of School Buildings, 
Mr. Snyder, is now in Europe, studying 
systems of school ventilation. He, in my 
opinion, in point of school architecture, is 
the best man in the United States. He re- 
ports that our new buildings are far beyond 


anything seen by him in England. English 
builders are for the first time considering 
the question of enfoced ventilation in pub- 
lic schools. 

‘“‘ Enforced ventilation is the only system 
of ventilation satisfactory to-day. It in- 
cludes the use of fans by which air moder- 
ately warmed is forced to the schoolroom 
in such quantities as to give each pupil 
1,800 cubic feet of air per hour to breathe. 
This is accomplished in nearly fifty public 
school buildings in the city now, and is 
bei extended as fast as possible. 

- e resolution of Commissioner Taft with 
reference to shortening the period for con- 


demnation proceedings, when supplemented - 


by the efforts at speedy construction, will, 
I hope, enable us to turn over all school 
buildings ready for occupancy one year 
from the time the site is selected.” 





SLOW WORK ON NEW BUILDINGS. 


Commissioners Reply to Allegations 
and Explain Contracts. 


. ‘The statements made through Tue New- 
York Timps by prominent builders in 
criticism of alleged slowness in the con- 
struction of schools after contracts have 
been awarded have set School Commis- 
sioners, particularly the members of the 
Committee on. Buildings, to thinking, de- 
mying, and offering specifications to prove 
the charge untrue. 


‘Richard Deeves, who built the sky-scrap- S pain. 


ing Manhattan Life Eelilding, declared that 
if he could complete that mammoth struct- 
ure between Aug. 15 and May 1, he could 
not see why the city’s contractors should, 
as has been said, require two years for 
completing the new school buildings now 
under contract. Other men who have 
erected great structures talked in the same 
vein, 

Commissioner Joseph J. Little, who is 
Chairman of the Committee on Buildings, 
was incensed particularly at Mr. Deeves’s 
criticism. 

‘“*Mr. Deeves,”’ he said yesterday to a re- 
porter for THE New-York Times, “ is talk- 
ing without information. If he will look 
at our specifications for every building for 
which we give a contract, he will see that 
we put a.time limit on contractors and 
exact a penalty for failure to have work 
done at the specified time. 

“We gave a contract Nov. 16 for the 
biggest public schoolbouse in the country, 
if not in the world. The building is to be 
on the south side of Henry Street, between 
Oliver and Catharine Streets, and will cover 
sixteen city lots. The contract was given 
to P. J. Brennan fcr $268,750.” 

Fourteen Months’ Limit. 


Mr. Little gave to the reporter a copy of 
the specifications, in which appears this 
clause: 

“The work to be commenced immediately 
after the coutract is executed, and must 
be compleied in fcurteen months from the 
date thereof.”’ 

There is also a clause as to a penalty 
for failure to compiy with this condition. 
The penalty is $25 a.day, which the Com- 
missioners provide shall be deducted by 
them from the contract price. 

“That settics tie statement that that 
building wiil not ke done inside of two 
years,” said Commissioner Little. ‘‘ We 
gave out another contract Nov. 9, for a 
building, to cost $126,900, on the westerly 
side of Trinity Avenue, between One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-fifth and One Hundred and 
Thirty-sixth Streets. The contractor is 
Harry McNally. This building. must be 
done in nine months. 

“There has been some criticism of our 
specifications. If the critics will read them 
they will stop ‘criticising. There is no rea- 
s0n why schoolhouses should be two years 


in building, and it is not true that the 
ones now in construction will not be ready 
within the times specified.”’ 

“I think the statement that the new 
buildings will not be ready for two years 
will stand revision,”’ said Commissioner Na- 
thaniel A. Prentiss, also a member of the 
Building Committee. ‘‘I see no reason why 
it should take two years to build a school- 
house, but still there are many things that 
have caused delay in the past. 


Delay in Money and Plans. 


“You remember that last Summer we 
were hampered in getting a start by the 
failure to sell bonds. Then the Building 
Department has not been in the most effi- 
cient situation. It had to get out the plans 
and men can’t work standing on top of 


each other. Things are a little better now, 
as we have secured a floor in a Grand 
Street building for our draughtsmen. 

“The Commissioners are pushing the 
building of schoolhouses as rapidly as they 
can, The Building Committee is devoting 
to it every necessary minute, but every- 
thing is not rurning smoothly yet under the 
new law. You know the Trustees had a 
great deal to do with the construction of 
buildings, and while their removal was a 
blessing it was not done without making a 
little bother.” 

Deputy Superintendent Haskell of the 

Board of Education’s Building Department, 
denied that it would,take two years to -om- 
plete the buildings in course of erection or 
just contracted for. 
.. “ We are to. have six buildings,’ He‘said, 
“and the last of them will be completed 
before the opening of the next school year. 
The ordinary period for the construction of 
a schoolhouse, as provided for in our: speci- 
fications, is from nine to fourteen months. 
There is no reason that I can see to make 
the time as long as two years.” 

A citizen who is deeply interested in the 
public school system, when his attention 
was called to Mr. Little’s statement as to 
the time limit and penalty provision in 
contracts, said: 

“That is all very well in print, and 
when a Commissioner says it. But I'd like 
to know when a contract was ever com- 
pleted on time, and when a penalty was 
ever enforced. 

“What have the Commissioners to say of 
the building at Madison Avenue and One 
Hundred and Nineteenth Street. ' That was 
to have been opened in September. It has 
not been completed yet. I wonder if they 
are collecting $25 a day for the failure to 
carry out the contract. If contractors are 
not forced to live up to their contracts, 
what’s the use of having contracts at all?”’ 





TEMPORARY SCHOOL OPENED. 


Primary Annex in West Sixty-eighth 
Street Has 150 Pupils. 


The annex to the Primary Department of 
Grammar School No. 94, which has been es- 
tablished in a frame building in West Sixty- 
eighth Street, near the Boulevard, was 
opened yesterday for the registration of 
pupils. This is the first to be opened of the 
temporary schools established by the 
Board of Education to accommodate the 
pupils who were turned away from the pub- 
lic schools in September. 

The building in which the annex is lo- 
eated belongs to the Calvary Baptist 
Church, and has been leased by the Board 
of Education at an annual rental of $800. 
Interior alterations have been made by the 
board, so that the building, which is used 
on Sundays for a mission school, can ac- 
commodate 350 pupils. 

The parents of all the children who were 
refused admission to the ery. depart- 
ment of No. 94 were notified by postal cards 
of the opening of the annex and the pupils 
of the department were requested by their 
teachers to spread the news. One hundred 
and fifty pupils were registered yesterday. 
It is expected that before the end of the 
week the annex will be full. 

It is expected that a conmgornsy primary 
school will be opened in the school room 
of the Methodist Church on Willett Street, 
near Grand, on Dec. 1, if the permission of 
Superintendent Constable of the Depart- 
ment of Buildings can be obtained. Tem- 
porary schools may be opened on Dec. 15 at 
182 and 184 Cherry Street, in a store at 
Park Avenue and Ninety-sixth Street, and 
in a new market -building at One Hundred 
and Second Street and First Avenue. . It is 
probable also that the new school building 
at Madison Avenue and One Hundred anu 
Nineteenth Street will be ready for use be- 
fore Jan. 1. 


SHERIFF BUTTLING SUED. 





Alfred Mussinan Says He Gave a 
Debtor Too Much Liberty. 


A suit against Sheriff Buttling of Kings 
County has been brought by Alfred Mussi- 
nan to recover $411.75 and interest. Mussi- 
nan recovered judgment for this amount 
against Loftus D. Hatton and Lizzie H. 
Hatton in the Supreme Court, this city. 
The execution was issued to Sheriff But- 
tling, and Dec. 13, 1895, Loftus Hatton was 
committed to Raymond Street Jail in de- 
fault of payment. 

Mussinan alleges that the Sheriff gave him 
unusual liberties, and on March 24 last per-

MR. MOODY TO HIS CRITICS 


PRIDE AND DEMORALIZATION IN 
CITY MISSIONS. 





Fifth Avenue, He Says, Needs Conver- 
sion as Much as Water Street— 
Prayers for Wall Street 
and the Press. 


The audience that filled Cooper Union at 
the 10 o’clock service yesterday consisted 
in a large part of those who had been at- 
tending these meetings last week. The en- 
thusiasm was unabated, and there is every 


prospect that the week’s work just begun 
w.ll prove as successful as the evangelists 
expected that it would when they decided 
to continue the daily services. 

Evangelist George C. Needham opened the 
meeting with a prayer, in the course of 
which he prayed for college and business 
men and those who are engaged in Wall 
Street operations’ He prayed that the brok- 
ers and bankers might be made to see that 
God’s grace was more precious than gold 
or silver, stocks or bonds. Mr. Sankey led 
the choir in the singing of sacred songs. 

Mr. Moody, before proceeding with his 
sermon on ‘‘ How to Use the Bible in Soul 
Winning,’”’ gave some attention to various 
critics of his. He said that he was still re- 
ceiving letters from persons in which his 
remarks regarding mission churches were 
sharply criticised. 

“T am glad,” the said, ‘‘ to get such let- 
ters. It shows that my words struck home. 
I have nothing to take back of what I 
said on this matter, but I did not include 
rescue missions or Sunday schools. There 
should be no mission churches, or rather 
Christianity should be one big, loving mis- 
sion church, with its arms wide open for all. 
Fifth Avenue is as much in need of con- 
version @s Water Street. In the sight of 
God, the hod-carrier is just as good as the 
millionaire. 


No Class Distinctions in Church. 


“This. mission-church-for-the-poor busi- 
ness puffs up the rich with pride and serves 
to demoralize the poor. I would rather be 
a hod-carrier and have God’s grace than 
be a millionaire loaded down with sin and 
riches. All are supposed to meet on equal 
terms in the hcuse of the Lord, and class 
distinctions should not be drawn.” 

“Other correspondents,” continued Mr. 
Moody, ‘‘ blame me for the kind words I 
said about Roman Catholics. In answer to 
these strictures, I will only say that it will 
be time enough to attend to the souls of 
Catholics when we Protestants have become 
straightened out ourselves.” 

Mr. Moody next referred to the Sunday 
meeting in Carnegie Hall, and the reports 
of his sermon on that occasion being sent 
all over the land. ‘‘ The newspapers are 
spreading the light,” said he, ‘‘and are 
contributing to God’s glory. Buy copies of 
them and send them to your friends.”’ 

The Rev. A. C. Dixon then offered up 
prayer for the reporters, editors, and press 
generally. As the offering was about to 
be taken up, Mr. Moody said it had been 
stated to him that the money necessary to 
run. these meetings should be got outside 
and not by cdllection, ‘‘ No, that won’t do; 
we will pay our way,’ he. added. “If you 
put a penny in the basket you will get about” 
@ pennyworth of good out of them.’’ 


Fit the Method to the Person. 


Speaking of the methods of Christian 
workers, Mr. Moody said: “It is not nec- 
essary in order to accomplish good that you 
should address big crowds. Divide up your 
work. You can each bring souls to God in 
your own sphere. Remember that what is 
a for one may not be good for another. 

ou will deal with an ex-convict in one way 
and with a skeptic in a different way.” 

The service ended with the benediction. 

At the afternoon meeting in Cooper 
Union every seat was filled, but that ap- 
pearance of crowding which was a marked 
feature of the afternoon gatherings of last 
week was absent. The proportion of men 
to women in the hall was much greater 
than usual, and a number of clergymen 
were in the audience, A baby kept up a 
shrill crying almost throughout the service, 
but Mr. Moody rather seemed to enjoy the 
little one’s interruption. 

Mr. Moody enters upon his fresh week's 
work with a- smiling countenance and look- 
ing stronger than before. He hopes to see 
an evangelistic awakening in the other 
large cities in a short time, and is pleased 
with what has been done in New-York 
since the commencement of this revival. 

Contributions for the Poor, 


As the collection baskets were being put 
around Mr. Moody said: ‘“‘ Double up your 
offerings this afternoon, so we will not 
get behind in the rent. Wednesday’s offer- 
ing will be for the poor. All of you that 
can give $5 then, do it, asd take care of a 


aay. It will be for your good, your 
good.”’ 

The evangelist announced that the sub- 
ject of his sermon to-morrow would be 
“ Assurance.” ‘I ‘Wwant,"’ said he, ‘to 
reach two classes; those that have not got 
assurance, and those that have, but who do 
not know how to help others to get it. A 
great many people labor under the delu- 
sion that they are not to know in this life 
whether they are saved or not. Now, if 
that is right, hold on to it, but I think 
you can soon find out. 

“We want to give a reason for the faith 
that is in us,’’ he continued. ‘“‘ We want 
to know what to believe, and at all times 
to defend it. Make up your mind you are 
going to find out. If it is your privilege 
to know that you are saved, and that you 
can read your title clear to those man- 
sions which Christ has gone to ‘prepare, 
you want to find out, don’t you? 

*“*T don’t believe a man is fit for God’s 
service if he is in doubt about salvation. If 
I am in the water and a person is drowning 
I am the last man in the world to help him 
if I have any doubt as to whether I can get 
ashore myself.” 4 


Sermon on Soul Winning. 


Mr. Moody, in preaching on “ Soul Win- 
ning,’”’ spoke from Daniel xli., 2-3. “ They 
that shall be wise shall shine as the bright- 
ness of the firmament. They that turn 
men unto righteousness shall be like the 
stars forever and ever.” 

“The world,” said the preacher, “ tells us 


to get wealth, culture, worldly wisdom, 
fame, honor, and position, and all that. 
That’s what the world says. But this old 
prophet comes in and tells another story 
entirely. If you are going to be really wise, 
—_ aoe going to live for another world, not 
or this. 

‘He was not a statesman like Gladstone 
or Bismarck.

His Lawyer Contends that He Ap- 
pointed Democratic Inspectors. 


The demurrer to the indictment against 
Mayor Patrick J. Gleason of Long Island 
City, for violating the election laws, was 
argued yesterday before Justice William 
J. Gaynor. 

Lawyer Stevens, for Mayor Gleason, ar- 
gued that the Mayor had appointed In- 
spectors from the Democratic Party, as 
the National Democratic Party was a party 
of Democrats in this State. In the case of 
the people against Wheeler, when Rob- 
ertson ran for Governor, the General Term 
of the Supreme Court held that a party 
was made of factions, and he said that as 
the Mayor was the leader of the Gleason 
Democrats, he did not violate any law 
when he appointed the Inspectors.

MUST PAY FOR ALL VAULTS 


BUILDERS CANNOT HAVE FREE 
USE UNDER SIDEWALKS. 
]. 





Gen. Collis Thinks He Can Increase 
City Revenues $500,000 a Year— 
Contractors Think the Order 
Will Prove Disastrous. 


The vaults under the sidewalks df this 
city promise to be the subject of contro- 
versy between the builders and owners and 
the Department of Public Works, and suits 
may be brought by the city to collect rent- 


als on vault space for the last fifteen years. 

Up to a few months ago, the charge made 
by the city for a permit to excavate under 
the sidewalks was seventy-five cents a 
square foot, surface measure; but an ex- 
ception was practically made to vaults that 
were not covered, or that had open grat- 
ings. This was satisfactory to the, builders 
and owners. In 1880 a city ordinance was 
passed, declaring ‘‘every description of 
opening below the surface of the street, in 
front of any shop, store,” &c., to be a vault. 
This included the open vaults, but they 
were not charged for by the city. 

The recent ordinance raised the fee for 
these permits to $2 a square foot, surface 
measure; and Commissioner Collis of the 
Department of Public Works has decided 
not only to collect the $2, but to consider all 
openings under the sidewalk as vaults. 

“The only exception that I can make,” 
he said yesterday, “is in the case of en- 
trances to basements, and cellars.” 

When asked about the complaint of build- 
ers, he said: 

“TI think they are entirely satisfied. All 
that they want is uniformity, and I am 
determined to see that the law is uniform- 
ly enforced. My position is exactly stated 
in my letter to Charles Buek, who wrote 
me a few days ago. Mr. Buek took the posi- 
tion that open grates to a vault prevented 
it from being such an opening under the 
sidewalk as was contemplated by the law. 
I replied: 


Ordinances Include Gratings. 


“** The ordinances proy:de various penalties 
respecting interference with ‘‘ any grate or 
cotering to the opening or aperture of any 
vault,’’ or as to the removal of ‘‘ any grate 
or covering to any vault.” It is also provid- 
ed that ‘‘all grates of vaults shall be made 
of iron, the bars whereof shall be % of an 
inch wide, and-% of an inch thick, and not 
more than % of an inch apart,”’ under penal- 
ty for any violation. Thése terr&s of the 
ordinances clearly show that grates of 
vaults place the openings thereunder below 
the surface of the streets as niuch within 
the terms of the ordinances requiring pay- 
ment for such openings, not more than $2 
per foot for each squure foot of ground for 
such vault, as though such vault were cov- 
ered in any other manner.’ 

“TIT added that no discretion was left to 
me in the matter, and that I thought the 
charge of $2 reasonable. 

“This increased charge would bring to 
the city about $500,000 a year. But this is 
more than offset by the loss to the city of 
valuable ground that could be better used 
for pipes, mains, and sewers.”’ 

* Do you not think that your decision 

will restrict the practice of making such 
excavations?’ he was asked. 
-“T gertainly hope so,’”’ he replied, “ The 
city needs th2 ground for itself, L should 
like to see. the vaulting of the space under 
the sidewalks stopped altogether, so that 
the city could Rave complete control of 
the streets.” . By 

Some of the builders and contractors are 
emphatic in their protests. Mr. Buek pro- 
tested against the classing of grated open- 
ings under the sidewalk as vaults. Some 
of his work Was stopped at Amsterdam 
Avenue and Thirty-first Street. Mr. Collis, 
in his reply, said he would not allow the 
abuses or omissions of former administra- 
tions to affect his action. 

Other builders, in addition, oppose the 
increase in the fee, upon the ground that 
it will restrict the openings of these 
vaults, which would impair the utility and 
value of buildings, and, ultimately, force 
a number of small owners to remove to 
New-Jersey, Long Island, or to the sub- 
urbs. 

J. Henry Deeves of the firm of Richard 
Deeves & Son, builders, said: 


Objeciions of Builders. 


“The new fee, in many cases, is prohib- 
itive. A man who wants to build will now 
have to consider the extra cost of his vault- 
ing. The average front of a business build- 
ing is 25 feet. This means a fee of $250, 
where the area, or vault, is five feet wide, 
as is usual. If the lot is a corner, the cost 
will probably be $650. Of course, this will 
prevent many owners from excavating 
under the sidewalk, and this would injure 
the building. Vaults are needed to give 
good light and air to the basements. An 
inadequate light can be secured by means 
of a ‘ bulkhead’ Nght, a glass-covered space 
at the foot of the building; but the ‘ bulk- 
head’ lets in no air. 

‘““We have anottz:er ree. Notice of 
at least six months should have been given 
to builders. Mr. Collis, however, has. per- 
mitted us to pay 75 cents a square foot, 
where contracts had already been entered 
upon. Hereafter, of course, we shall make 
contracts that will include this increased 
fee. , 
“One effect of this new order will be, I 
think, to drive a number of the smaller 
owners out of the city. It will also in- 
crease to some degree the rents on prop- 
erty.” 

T E. Crimmins of John D. & T. E. Crim- 
mins, contractors, said he agreed with Mr. 
Deeves’s view. 

“Tt is all very well for Commissioner Col- 
lis to talk of a mains and pipes un- 
der the sidewalks, but it is too late In New- 
York. Paris and London reserve that space 
for such yomes, but we have so many 
vaults under the sidewalks already that it 
would take a great deal of time and a vast 
outlay of money for the city. to get pos- 
session of this land.” 





TO BUY AMERICAN TOBACCO. 


Over 1,000,000 Pounds Wanted by the 
Italian Government. 


The Acting Consul General of Italy yester- 
day advertised for 600,000 kilos, about 
1,320,000 pounds, of Virginia tobacco, to be 
delivered on account of the Italian Govern- 
ment, Dec. 19, and dealers were requested 
to send samples and prices to the Consulate. 

Samples began coming during the day, and 
there was a perceptible perfume of fine 
Virginia tobacco about the offices of the 
Consulate. 

Although the samples were to be sent to 
the Consulate, the Italian Government has 
a special agent in this country to buy te- 
bacco, the Chevalier Ferigo, who, however, 
is not at present in the city. 

At the Consulate {t was said that the 
present order was not @ large one, and that 


last year 11,000,000 kilos of American to- 
bacco were bought by the Government, a 
good deal coming from sautaeey. 

The Italian vernnient, like that of 
France, and also of Austria, has a mo- 
nopoly of the tobacco and cigar trade and 
industry, and, of course, pays do custom 
duties. su a nheen ie " pebenen. trade 
constitute a Vv actor in the 
revenues of the wallinent.

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WAS NOT F. W. VANDERBILT. 


Owner of Runaway Herse Sunday Was 
Dr. J. H. Browning. 


Frederick W. Vanderbilt, at his country 
home, in <yde Park, on the Hudson River, 
read with considerable interest yesterday 
an account. published ‘in a New-York 
morning newspaper of an exciting horse 
runaway in this city Sunday in which he 
was the central figure. - 

Mr. Vanderbilt was described as driving 
“a spirited hackney” hitched to a light 
wagon. When on the East Drive, in Central 
Park, the horse became frightened and 
dashed through the crowded thoroughfare, 
the “light wagon’? coming into collision 
with two or three other vehicles, and finally 
becoming wheel-locked with a private car- 
riage. The narrator of this event said that 
Mr. Vanderbilt was ‘“ very pale, but quite 
cool,” and was sent home in a cab. 

There was a runaway in the Park Sunday 
afternoon, and, as a result, several persons 
were slightly injured. Just how the rumor 
started that the turnout was driven by 
Frederick W. Vanderbilt does not appear, 
for he has not been in town since Wednes- 
day. The Park police do not attempt to 
explain that part of the story. 

After the accident, the owner of the horse 
drove away in a cab without telling his 
name. The horse and cart were taken to 
the Park stables. The owner appeared yes- 
terday in the person of Dr. J. H. Browning 
of Smithtown, L. I. Dr. Browning had a 
friend with him to furnish identification, 
and Property Clerk Smith turned over the 
horse and cart. 

O. W. Herman was driving in the Park at 
the time, and his carriage was struck by 
the runaway. Mr. Herman was thrown 


from his vehicle and so badly bruised that 
he was unable to leave his bed yesterday. 
His injuries are not considered serious. 

Gilbert C. Hubbard and wife of 340 West 
Thirty-first Street, were also slightly in- 
jured by being thrown from their carriage, 
which was struck by the runaway. 





MARIE BARBERI’S DEFENSE. 


If Prosecution Experts Say She Is In- 
sane, Case Will Be Abandoned. 


At the trial of Marie Barberi, before 
Justice Gildersleeve, in Part I. of the Su- 
preme Court, yesterday, evidence was given 
to show that there was something mentally 
wrong with nearly every member of the 
family of Cataldo’s slayer in three genera- 
tions, Several members of the family were 
insane drunkards, according to the wit- 
nesses, and epilepsy was so pronounced in 
others that Assistant District Attorney Mc- 
Intyre, the prosecutor, declared that if the 
prosecution’s ‘experts should admit that 
there was hereditary epilepsy he would 
abandon the prosecution. 

The Italian woman’s mother, young broth- 
er, and sister were in the courtroom all 
day, and the mother was a witness in aid 
of the plea of insanity, but the principal 
occupant of the stand was Rocco Recchia, 
a medical barber, who once lived in Feran- 
tia, Italy, the former home of the Barberis. 
Recchia has been in this country fifteen 
years, but has not any understanding of 
English. 

The Barberi family, he said, lived near 
his shop in Ferantia, and he knew all its 
members, He had heard, he said, that 
Marie’s maternal. grandfaiher, Antonio 
Bozanti,. died insane.” This statement. was 
ruled out, but Recchia was allowed to say 
that the maternal grandfather was a terri- 
ble drunkard: - Mr. McIntyre objected -to 
Mr. House’s line of questioning, and, finally, 
after getting this last answer effaced, he 
said: 

- “We will submit the evidence to the peo- 
ple’s experts, and if they say Marie Bar- 
beri is insane, we will abandon the case.” 

Then Recchia was allowed to go on with 


his testimony, showing drunkenness and 
eccentricity in the prisone;’s ancestors. 

To expedite the trial, Justice Gildersleeve 
held a night session. The taking of evi- 
dence will be resumed at 10 o’clock this 
morning. ; 


TWO CONGREGATIONS UNITE. 





The Rev. John L. Seudder Will Have 
South Bergen Reformed Church, 


The South Bergen Reformed Church of 
Jersey City is to become a branch of the 
Rev. John L. Scudder’s Tabernacle. The 
South Bergen church edifice was dedicated 
Feb. 11, 1894. It is a brownstone building of 
attractive architecture, at Boyd and Bergen 
Avenues. The cost of the building and site 
was $48,000. The pastor, the Rev. William 
Grant, resigned Sunday. 

The 28 members of the church found it 
difficult to pay the interest on the mort- 
gages and the pastor’s salary. The Provi- 
dent Institution for Savings in Jersey City 
holds a mortgage of $15,000 and David 
Henry of Paterson, a builder, one of $10,- 
000 on the church property. When the ne- 
gotiations between the consistory and the 
Rev. J. L. Scudder began last week he laid 
the proposition before the Church Congre- 
gational Building Society of New-York. The 
society accepted the proposition promptly. 
It was agreed that the society should pay 
David Henry’s $10,000 mortgage at once. 
The tabernacle will assume the $15,000 
mortgage. 

The members of the South Bergen Re- 
formed Church will be received into the 
Tabernacle in a body. The chief difference 
between the denominaticns is that in the 
Reformed Church the consistory is the gov- 
erning body, and in the Congregational 
Church the congregation governs. 

The church will lose its present name. It 


will probably be known as the South Ber- 
gen Tabernacle. The Rev. John L. Scudder 
will preach there in the morning and in the 
Tabernacle in the evening. His assistant, 
the Rev. J. Lester Wells, will preach every 
Sunday in each church.

The bear contingent does not abate its 
industry.

All the talkers are full of 
assurance that a Sugar Trust panic is right 
at hand. What is unfortunate for people 
who trust these points and risk their money 
on them is, that the bear bits of information 
come almost exclusively straight from quar- 
ters where there are orders to buy the stock 
every time it is weak. However, there is no 
particular novelty in a Sugar Trust stock 
market bunko game.

Bankers at London speak of the supply 
of trade bills now coming forward for 
discount as being larger than has been 
the case for some years.

Although the American exchange 
has weakened, there has been as yet no 
renewal of the gold export demand, but 
the possibility of the metal being sent to 
India in connection with the dearness of 
money there, and the rise in the rupee, 
is being discussed. Among the movements 
of the week, it may be noted that the 
Chinese Government paid to the account of 
Japan at the Bank of England the sum 
of £800,000, on account of interest’ on -the 
unpaid balance of the indemnity. The mar- 
ket has further been depleted by the pay- 
ment of about a similar amount as install- 
ment on the recent Chinese loan. Against 
this there has been released about half 
a million of the Japanese funds at the 
bank. Money for the Stock Exchange set- 
tlement was lent*at 4% to 4% per cent.

HIGH EUROPEAN AUTHORITIES. 


Two important letters from abroad re- 
ceived in Wall Street during the past few 
days reflect the foreign feeling toward 
American securities. One is from a Di- 
rector of the Bank of England. The other 
is from a partner in the richest banking 
house at Berlin. 

+,* 

THE NeEw-YorRK Times is permitted to 
quote from both of these letters. The Lon- 
don letter says: 

“We are closely watching you in Amer- 
ica. Your sound-money election victory has 
given, in every investment quarter here, 
a new confidence in your financial inten- 
tions. I do not intend to be uncompli- 
mentary in saying—what is true—that up 
till the time you voted, and vofed so mag- 
nificently, we had among us grave appre- 
hensions that’ your election might g0 
wrong. It has been very much the fashion 
of our English journals to make merry 
over the intelligence of your voting citi- 
zenship. We hoped for good results, but 
really we were not sure of it. 

“When the gplendid victory you won 
was made manifest, you caught us unpre- 
pared, To ‘be quite frank with you, inter- 
ests here that should have had American 
securities were bare of them. On this ac- 
count you may figure that we have given 
a chilly reception to the news that Mr. 
Bryan has been defeated and his repudia- 
tion doctrines disposed of. 

“It will be better, altogether safe, to 
take the view, however, that in due season, 
and soon, we shall show appreciation of 
your people’s vote for National honesty. 

“At an informal meeting to-day, (where 
were present a number of my co-trustees 
of the Bank of England, and important 
financiers closely related ‘to the largest in- 
terests in the ‘City,’) nothing was dis- 
cussed with so much enthusiasm as the 
tokens of your recent election. Without 
one dissent, every man of us present agreed 
that ‘there is bound quickly to be from 
this side of the water a response to your 
declaration of National integrity which 
shall be substantial to the very uttermost. 

“Do not be deceived by the inaction we 
have so far shown. Our investors. will 
take your stocks and your bonds, and in 
volume such as they never hitherto took 
them,” 

s,* 

From the Berlin letter there can be quot- 
ed this statement: 

“If your election had gone otherwise than 
it did go, no American stocks would have 
been kept in Germany. We have large 
American holdings and, generally, these 
holdings show losses. We have bonds bought 
above 100 per cent., with a market value 
now averaging not much more than 60 or 
75. All these would have been thrown back 
upon you had your country voted for the 
swindling programme. This is one thing 
you have escaped. 

“But what you escape is little beside 
what you gain. We do not sell, we will 
buy. Our people will be prudent in their in- 
vestménts, but you can count upon them 
on a large scale. 

“We realize fully that shrunken quota- 
tions for your securities represent what is 
past, not what is to come. Your future 
will be one of rushing prosperity, and keen- 
witted controllers of capital here will be 
anxious to join in the profits which your 
improvement promises. Not only in your 
security market, but in your enterprises 
outside of Stock BDxchanges, the German 
investor will take part. I could quote to 
you on this account assurances from the 
most important capitalists here and 
throughout the empire.”’

This German letter closes with a char- 
acteristic expression of opinion, which, free- 
ly translated, is: ‘‘ But we don’t ‘tumble 
over one another,’ as you Americans put 
it. We are temperate in making financial 
engagements. Investments from Germany 
will come to you after the New Year’s 
time. We have a saying which teaches that 
‘at the tail end of the year the thaler is 
better to look at than to spend.’ Decem- 
ber is our evening-up time, but you will 
find in January that we are still doing busi- 
ness—and that we will do it with you.” 





AFTER PHILADELPHIA TRACTION? 





If current rumors are true, it would seem 
that not only has New-York taken away 
from Philadelphia the control of the -Met- 
ropolitan Traction Company, but there is 
danger of the capitalists of the Quaker 
City losing their hold on the railway system 
of their own town. 

For several months past New-York has 
been a considerable buyer of Union Traction 
stock of Philadelphia. Houses in that city 
with New-York connections have been 
quite active in the stock, and'in almost 
every case a large part of the'r purchases 
have been for New-York account. Since 
the beginning of 1896, there have been dealt 
in on the Philadelphia Exchange 1,200,000 
shares of Union Traction stock—600,000 
more than the number represented by the 
company’s capital. And a Philadelphia 
broker is authority for the statement that 
of these a majority has been taken for 
New-York investors. 

Whether or not New-York has been a 
sarge buyer in order to control the election 
which is to be held in December, is impossi- 
ble to ascertain, There is reason to believe 
that the present management of the com- 
pany will be allowed to continue for an- 
other year before the real truth of the deal 
is known. In May of this year Union Trac- 
tion stock sold at 20, and in that month 
nearly 100,000 shares were dealt in, In Sep- 
tember the stock sold as low as 10, and 
during that month the dealings amounted 
to nearly 140,000 shares. Then suddenly 
the trading in the stock fell off, and in the 
last two months it has amounted to far 
less than formerly. Therefore, it is reason- 
able to suppose that whatever was sought 
to be accomplished was before October of 
this year. There is, however, no sign of 
the New-York contingent selling the stock 
which they absorbed. 

There have been various rumors in Phil- 
adelphia as to changés in the management 
of the Union Traction Company, but no 
confirmation of them can be obtained. 
Some time ago General Manager Beetem 
resigned his position, and this immediately 
gave rise to talk of dissensions in the man- 
agement, and the story of John Lowber 
Welsh being forced from the Presidency 
went the rounds. {te all contradictions, 
it is the general feeling in Philadelphia 
financial circles that some vital change in 
the management of the company is con- 
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oneli at a little more than $3,000,000 
would buy the control of the company. 
Doubtless it would surprise Philadelphia 
very much: to have ‘New-York control her 
passenger railway system, but the ways of 
capitalists are inscrutable, and stranger 
deals than this have many times been op- 
erated by Wall Street interests. 





MINING PROSPECTS, 


There is very iittle inquiry for mining 
stocks, and the transactions are on a lim- 
ited scale. Apart from business in the listed 
stocks, the mining industry is, however, in 
a very healthy condition, and gives every 
evidence of further marked improvement 
in the near future. 

The product of the mines, especially in 
gold and copper, will show a large increase 
over 1895. 

In California a large amount of work in 
development and prospecting is being car- 
ried forward, and the outlook is considered 
as very promising. The output will cer- 
tainly not fall short of last year, while 
the chance of a considerable increase is 
extremely favorable. In both Colorado and 
Utah there is much development of new 
properties, with extensions on the older 
ones. Many mines which but a few months 
ago were little better than prospects have 
reached the stage of dividend payments, and 
others are in a fair way to become so soon. 

The recent discoveries, with the sudden 
development of the gold fields in British 
Columbia, have awakened considerable in- 
terest, so much so that an exchange has 
been started in Toronto for the purpose 
of trading in the stocks of the mines of that 
district. 

Both London and Paris are taking a lively 
interest in American mining affairs, and, a 
careful watch is being kept on the various 
districts, for the purpose of purchasing new 
and promising properties. 

There can be no doubt that in legitimate 
mining there is much activity and a large 
and growing interest, which will, unless 
times change, come to the front before 
many months; for years there has not been 
shown such awakened interest and possi- 
bilities as at the present time. 

In copper mining the production has been 
greatly increased and the price of copper 
well sustained, thus making the business of 
the mines profitable. One of the leading 
authorities of the trade puts the total prod- 
uct of the mines of this country at 205,000 
gross tons for 1896, as against 171,000 gross 
tons for last year; and it is further esti- 
mated that the exports of American copper 
for 1896 will amount to fully 125,000 tons. 

Copper stocks have been very active in 
the Boston market for some months.

ARGUMENTS TURNED ROUND. 





How exactly the balance of trade will ad- 
just itself in the near future it is difficult 
to tell. It has to be considered, in the first 
instance, that grain shipments to Europe 
continue, and also that Europe is again 
buying American securities, and the _ lat- 
ter movement will doubtless assume large 
proportions, as many of the millions of 
European capital which were withdrawn 
during recent years will be reinvested in 
the States. On the other hand, large ship- 
ments of goods will take place from this 
side, and the rush of such orders. will 
doubtless to some extent counteract the 
above influences. As regards the recent 
rise in wheat, it may be mentioned that 
in September and October it extended to 
20 cents, apart from a further rise which 
has since taken place. It is calculated 
that on a crop of 450,000,000 bushels this 
advance represents $90,000,000, and as at 
least 200,000,000 bushels of this wheat are 
still in the hands of American farmers, the 
latter have in two months become richer 
by $40,000,000. By the way, it may be rec- 
Ollected that the American ‘bull market 
of 1879 derived no inconsiderable part of 
its force from the sales of wheat abroad 
in that and in the preceding year. The 
total exports of wheat from the United 
States in 1877 were about 36,000,000 bush- 
els. In 1878 they increased to 66,288,655 
bushels; in 1879, to 116,802,333 bushels, and 
in 1880 to 144,838,237 bushels. This large 
increase was due to crop failures abroad. 
Consequently, the reports of crop shortage 
this year in Russia, India, and Australia, 
coupled with the rise in wheat, suggest the 
possibility of a recurrence of the effects as 
well as of the conditions of the 1879 pe- 
riod. Exports are already materially in 
excess of last year, and the engagements 
of freight room point to a continuance of 
the movement. The effect of an average 
advance of even 20 cents a bushel on the 
large stocks in first hands cannot fail to 
be important on account of the buying 
power afforded and its bearing upon rail- 
way tonnage of merchandise which may be 
anticipated. It has been said repeatedly 
in the last few years that there could be 
no general ‘bull’? market in the States 
with agricultural products, and particu- 
larly wheat, at the prices prevailing. If 
this argument has been ‘sound, the con- 
verse would seem to be equally true.— 
Henry Labouchére.

THE LAW WORKS BOTH WAYS. 


Decision as to a Serva::t’s Right to 
Wages When Discharged. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., Nov. 23.—Judge Me- 
Cormack has rendered ‘a decision in an 
employer and servant case which is likely 


to be widely quoted. Eliza Ford, a 
ored woman, was employed by Mrs. C. D. 
Lawrence as a domestic. Fourteen dollars 
a month was to be paid her. Before the 
expiration of the time for which the col- 
ored woman was employed she became in- 
solent.and disobedient, and.was discharged. 
She. refused to leave until she had been 
paid for the time she had worked. Mrs. 
Lawrence refused to pay her. A policeman 
removed the colored woman from the house. 
Then suit was brought for the wages al- 
leged to be due. It was contended that 
the contract was for a specified time, and 
could not be apportioned. 

The Court held that this point was well 
grounded. At the same time he held that 
the law worked both ways. If a servant 
was discharged without cause, she could 
collect for the full time for which she was 
engaged, say for one month, if her wages 
were to be paid monthly. But if there was 
just cause for dismissal, and drunkenness 
and disobedience were the causes, the serv- 
ant could not collect for time served, even 
if = lacked but a few days of the full pe- 
riod,
